Immediately before mailing you yesterday the minutes 


of the Annual Meeting held on the previous day, a helpful sug¬ 
gestion was made by one of the members of the Board as to 
changing several paragraphs of these minutes. These were made 
in accordance with his suggestion. 


After the minutes were mailed, another member suggest¬ 


ed that the paragraph relating to Lieut. Sanborn shoulu follow, 
and not precede, the minute relating to Major Williams; and 
that it should read as follows: "After full consideration it 
was ordered that the application be disapproved and that Lieut. 
Sanborn be advised to this effect with the regret of the Board 
and with best wishes for his success."; also, that all of the 
insurances carried by the Gallery be reviewed, rather than con¬ 
fining this review to the one policy covering the works of art 
in the Gallery. 


Also, another member suggests that, in the election of 


officers for the year 1946, the minute be made to read that the 
Secretary should cast the ballot of the Board for the election 
of these officers. 

In order to avoid the necessity of re-typing these 
minutes, I beg that these changes be noted. It occurs to me 
that the desired object might bo accomplished by attadhing thi3 
letter to the transcript of the minutes mailed yesterday to 
each Trustee. 

I bag that you will accept my apologies for my unin¬ 
tentional failure to properly record the action taken.

The Annual Meeting of the Board of Trustees of 


The Corcoran Gallery of Art was held at the Gallery this 
morning at 10:30 o’clock. In the absence of Mr. Hamilton, 
the President, the meeting was called to order by Mr. Thom, 
the First Vice-President, the other members present being 


Messrs. Fleming, Glover, Jr., Kauffmann, Flannery and 
Minnigerode. 


On motion of Mr. Fleming, duly seconded, the fol 
lowing resolution was adopted: 



RESOLVED, That, inasmuch as copies of 
the Minutes of the Meeting held on 
October 19th, 1945, were mailed to 
each Member of the Board, they be ap¬ 
proved without being read. 



Mr. Fleming then moved that the present officers 


of the Gallery be re-elected to serve until the next Annual 
Meeting of the Board and that Mr. Kauffmann be requested to 
cast the ballot of the Board for their re-election. His 
motion was seconded by Mr. Flannery and carried. Mr. Kauffmann 
then cast the ballot and announced the following unanimous 
elections:

The Director then submitted the correspondence with 
Prof. Theodore Sizer with respect to filling the post of 
Assistant Director. Inasmuch as this correspondence did 
not call for any action, it was ordered that it be filed. 


The Chair then suggested that we receive the report 
of the Treasurer, whereupon Mr. Fleming presented his report, 
covering the period from June 1, 1945 to December 31, 1945, 
inclusive, for all of the seven trust accounts in his hands 
and listing all of the notes and other securities belonging 
to these various funds. He also listed finds awaiting invest¬ 
ment and the balances in each of these accounts.

All of the above references are highly 
favorable. Ithe interview with Mr. Finley, 
Mr. Minnigerqsae-asked him this question: 

"If you were a member of the Board of Trustees 
of' the Corcoran Gallery would you be willing 
to vote for Major Williams to succeed the 
present Director". The answer was "Yes". 
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Mr. Fleming also presented and read to the Board 
his letter of transmittal, dated January 30, 1946, contain¬ 
ing detailed information as to the condition of these various 
trust accounts $s of December 31, 1945, which disclosed that 
the total amount of all investments was $2,012,056.17, the 
estimated income from the various Endowment Funds for the year 
1946 $103,310.38, and the total of funds awaiting investment 
$8,625.76. 


The following resolution, offered by Mr. Flannery, 
and duly seconded, was unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED, That the report of the Treasurer, from 
June 1, 1945, to December 31, 1945, both dates 
inclusive, and his letter of transmittal, dated 
January 30, 1946, be approved, accepted, and re¬ 
ferred to the Gallery’s auditors for the usual 
examination. 

RESOLVED, That the thanks of this Board be, and 
are hereby, tendered to Mr. Robert V. Fleming, 
the Treasurer, for the valuable services so free¬ 
ly rendered by him in his able handling of the 
various funds entrusted to him, and for the time 
and care so freely and generously given by him 
to the financial affairs of this institution. 

RESOLVED, Further, that the thanks of the Board 
be also tendered to Mr. Fleming's Associates on 
the Finance and Investment Committee. 

Mr. Fleming then suggested that copies of his letter 
of transmittal be sent to each member of the Board in order 
that all of the Trustees might be fully acquainted with the 
financial affairs of the Gallery. 

By direction of the Chair, the Director then sub- 
’ mitted to the Board the letter from Major Hermann W. Williams, 
Jr., applying for the post of Assistant Director, together 
with the report of his record and the several letters of 
re c ornme ndation. 

After full and careful consideration, the following 
resolutions, offered by Mr. Flannery, and duly seconded, 
were adopted: 

RESOLVED, That Major Hermann W. Williams, Jr., be, 
and he is hereby, appointed as Assistant Director 
of the Gallery at a salary of $5,000 per annum, the 
said appointment to take effect as soon as he is 
released from the army of the United States. 


The Director then submitted to the Board the resigna¬ 
tion of Mr. Robert L. Parsons, as Assistant Director, dated 
October 22, 1945, together with his reply of October 23, 1945, 
accepting his resignation. He also called the ooard’s attention 
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to the statement contained in Mr. Parsons' letter proposing to 
refund to the Gallery the honorarium, amounting to $3, 150.00, 
given him during his Naval service, since this was paid on the 
assumption that he would return to the Gallery. 

The Trustees concurred in Mr. Parsons' view with reference 
to this matter, and it was ordered that the reimbursement be made 
in installments, and that the Director communicate with Mir. 

Parsons and ascertain the most substantial basis upon which 
these payments could conveniently be made by him in order to 
liquidate the indebtedness. 

The Director then submitted to the Board the report 
on the operation of the Budget for the year 1945, whichw as 
approved as follows:

The Director then submitted to the Board the proposed 
budget for the year 1946 for (l) the Gallery Fund; (2) the 
Clark Addition Maintenance Fund, and (3) the Art School iFund, 
stating that he had gone over these budgets with Mr. Fleming, 
the Treasurer, who had freely given of his valuable time for 
this purpose. 'The estimated income and the budget expenses 
under these three operating funds are as follows:

The following, resolutions were then adopted: 

RESOLVED, That the budget for (l).the Gallery 
Fund, (2) the Clark Addition Maintenance Fund, 
and (3) the Art School Fund, as prepared and 
submitted by the Treasurer and the Director 
be, and the same is, hereby approved.

RESOLVED, That the salary adjustments, as pro- : 
vided in the said budget, be authorized to 3 ' 
date from January 1, 1946. 

The Director then submitted to the Board the lists of 
all salaries paid from the Gallery Fund, the Clark Addition 
Maintenance Fund, and the Art School Fund, as provided under 
the budget for 1945, and this list was approved by the Board, 
together with the increases in salary as provided. 

On motion of Mr. Fleming, seconded by Mr. Minnigeroae, 
the Board then considered increasing the salafy of Mr. G. 

Herndon Phillips, and after consideration it was ordered (l) 
that it be increased from $3,500 to ^4,000 to date from January 
1, 1946j (2) that his title be changed from M Comptroller 11 to 

"Assistant Secretary and Comptroller": and (3) that the sum 
of $500 be added to expenditures under the Gallery Fund. 

It was suggested that, as all of the office staff of 
the Gallery is rendering extensive services to the Art Bchool 
throughout the entire year, it would be appropriate to agree 
upon some adequate proportion of expense and over-head to be 
charged to the Art School Fund and credited to the Gallery 
Fund, in order that the School might, more nearly, bear its 
share of the expense incurred. The Board directed that the 
Treasurer and the Director consider what amount should be 
appropriately charged against the Art School Fund. Mr. 

Fleming suggested for the year 1946, $2,000, and the Director 
concurred. ^The Board, thereupon, directed that this be done^) 0 

In accordance with the direction of the Board, the 
Director then presented a list of all insurances carried by 
the Gallery. The Board felt that the amount of all-risk in¬ 
surance carried on the contents of the Gallery -- viz: ^50,000 - 
was inadequate: and the Director was authorized and instructed 
to secure expert advice as to increasing the amount of this 
insurance and the additional cost of doing so. No change was 
authorized in any of the other insurances carried by the Gallery 
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The report of the Gallery’s Auditors, Messrs. F. W. 
Lafrentz and Co., dated January 18, 1946, covering all of 
the accounts in the hands of the Director, was presented. 

As this report showed that these accounts were all in proper 
order and no exceptions noted, it was approved. 

The Report of the Committee on Works of Art and the 
Art School was presented, accepted, and ordered to be placed 
on file. 


The Report of the Committee on the Building was pre¬ 
sented, accepted, and ordered to be placed on file. 

The Board decided not to communicate with the American 
Red Cross at this time with reference to relinquishing space 
in the building. 

The Director then submitted to the Board the bronze 
figure entitled ’’Jeanne 11 by Rudulph Evans, offered as a gift 
by Mr. Clarence M. Yi/oolley, whereupon, on recommendation of 
the Committee on Works of Art, this gift was accepted, and 
the following resolutions were adopted: 

RESOLVED, That the full-length female figure 
in bronze, entitled “Jeanne” by Rudulph Evans, 
generously offered as a gift to the Gallery by 
Mr. Clarence M. Woolley, be accepted with the 
grateful thanks of this Board. 

RESOLVED, That as this able and well-known 
American artist is not now represented in the 
permanent collection of the Gallery, and as he 
was a former student of our Art School, this 
addition to our works in sculpture is especial¬ 
ly welcome. 

RESOLVED, That the Secretary be, and is hereby, 
instructed to transmit to Mr. Woolley a copy 
of this action, with the assurance of the deep 
appreciation of the Trustees of the Corcoran 
Gailery of Art. 

The Director submitted to the Board the portrait 
sketch of Mr. Louis Redfern, by the late Walter Gilman Page 
and offered to the Gallery as a gift by Miss Bertha O’Toole 
of this city. Upon recommendation of the Committee on Work3 
of Art, the Board decided that this painting could not be 
exhibited to best advantage in the Gallery and that the offer 
should, therefore, be declined. 

On motion it was ordered that, in recognition of 
their services in appraising the va3.ue of property and real- 
estate loans, the Director be authorized to secure an etching 
for Mr* W, L. Beale and also to make a payment of v'lOO.OO to 
Mr. J. R. McMullan. 
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The Director stated that the last edition of the 
catalogues of the regular Gallery collection, and also 
of the W. A. Clark collection were exhausted. In view, 
however, of the present paper shortage and the difficulty 
in getting a first-class printing job, the Board directed 
that new editions of the catalogues be not published at 
this time • 


There being no further business, the meeting 
adjourned.

Friday, April 19, 1946 


The Regular Quarterly Meeting of the Board of Trustees 
was held at the Gallery this morning at 10:00 o’clock. In the 
absence of Mr. Hamilton, the President, the meeting was called 
to order by Mr. Thom, the other members present being Messrs. 
Glover, Jr., Kauffmann, LaGorce, Flannery, Hall and Minnigerode. 

The following resolution was adopted: 

RESOLVED, That, inasmuch as copies of the minutes of 
the Annual Meeting held on January 30th, 1946, were 
mailed to each member of the Board, they, together 
with certain suggested modifications, be approved 
without being read at this time. 

The Director reported to the Board that Mr. Hermann W. 
Williams, Jr., who was appointed as Assistant Director at the 
Meeting in January, reported for duty on March 6th; that since 
coming to the G&llery he has shown unusual interest and has 
performed the duties assigned to him in a thoroughly competent 
way. lie stated further that he had posted Mr. Williams quite 
thoroughly on various matters, such as the By-Laws, the Treasurer’s 
Reports, the Endowment Funds, the Art School; works in the 
permanent collection, etc. 

The Director also r eported to the Board that since the 
Gallery's budget was fixed at the sum of $50,980.00 at the January 
meeting of the Board, there were a number of additional expenses 
which must be met during the current year and which were not 
included in the budget. These additional expenses amounted to 
the sum of $6,905.12, which now makes the Gallery budget for 1946 
the total sum of $57,885.12. The total estimated income of the 
Gallery budget for the year 1946 is $50,866.02, which shows a 
deficit of $7,019*10. The working balance to the credit of the 
Gallery Fund as of January 31, 1946 was $12,409.63, therefore, 
this working balance will be reduced to $5,390.53. 

The Director stated that he w as concerned about the 
Gallery's finances and that it was unfortunate that operating 
costs exceeded income to the extend of $7,019.10. He stated that 
one way towards meeting this deficit would be to accept the 
Director's resignation dated September 25, 1945, and felt that it 
would be to the interest of the Gallery to do this as soon as 
convenient to the Trustees. He stated that he considered it his 
duty to the Gallery to continue to serve until a satisfactory 
readjustment could be made, but expressed the hope that this might 
be accomplished not later than October of this year. 

At this point, with the approval of the Board, Mr. 

■Williams was invited to sit in at the meeting. 

The Director stated that, at the Annual Meeting of the 
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Board on January 30, 1946, he was instructed to ascertain if 
the rooms in this building, no?/ lent to the District of Co¬ 
lumbia branch of the American Red Cross, were protected by 
insurances carried by the Gallery. He reported that he had 
conferred with our insurance broker and was assured that these 
rooms were protected by the Gallery’s insurance policies. 

The Director stated that at the Annual Meeting in 
January it was ordered that the various insurances carried by 
the Gallery be reviev/ed and that this was done at an informal 
meeting on March the 6th of Mr. Thom, Mr. Glover, Jr., and Mr. 
Minnigerode. At that meeting the Director was authorized to 
secure an appraisal of the Gallery building from the Charles H. 
Tompkins Company for insurance purposes, and he submitted to 
the Board the letter from this company, dated April 17, 1946, 
giving the appraised value of the Gallery building as $2,272,000.00. 
As the Gallery is required to carry insurance based upon the 80$ 
co-insurance clause, this would mean that insurance on the 
building should be carried in the stun of $1,817,600.00. The 
Director reported that this insurance would cost an average of 
$392.12 per year. The Director also stated that, in accordance 
with the wishes of the Board the all-risk fine arts insurance 
now carried on the Gallery's collections at $50^000 is increased 
to $100,000 and that the additional cost of this insurance would 
amount to an average of $263.00 per annum, making a total increase 
in these insurances of $655.12^ 

At the same meeting, the Committee decided to cancel the 
fire insurance in the amount of $75,000.00, inasmuch as this was 
now included in the above; and further that the riot and civil 
commotion insurance be not renewed when it expires on November 
3., 1946; whereupon the following resolution, offered by Mr. 

Flannery and seconded by Mr. Hall, was adopted: 

RESOLVED, That the changes in insurance policies, as 
recommended by Messrs. Thom, Glover, Jr., and Minni¬ 
gerode, and covered by the memorandum of their meet¬ 
ing on March 6, 1946, and which were reviewed by 
order of the Trustees, be, and the same are hereby, 
approved. 

On motion of Mr. Glover, seconded by Mr. Kauffmann, the 
following resolution was adopted: 

RESOLVED, That the grateful thanks of this Board be, 
and are hereby, extended to the Charles H. Tompkins 
Company for its fine cooperation and courtesy in ap¬ 
praising the value of the Gallery property for in¬ 
surance purposes and for performing this useful 
at a nominal fee. 

The Director presented and read to the Board the letter 
from Mr. Fleming, the Treasurer of the Gallery and Chairman of 
the Finance Committee, dated April 19, 1946, reporting the changes 
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in investments which had taken place since the Annual Meeting 
of the Board in January. It was ordered that this letter be 
approved and the thanks of the Board extended to Mr. Pleming 
for his able handling of the Gallery's funds. 

The Director presented to the Board the note from Mrs. 
Corcoran Thom in which she again donates a prize for the 
Sculpture Class of the School for work done during the season 
1945-1946, xihereupon, on motion of Mr. Minnigerode, seconded 
by Mr. Kauffmann, the following resolution was adopted: 

RESOLVED, That the warm thanks of this Board be, and 
are hereby, tendered to Mrs. Corcoran Thom for her 
generosity in again donating the sum of Fifty Dollars 
to be awarded as a prize for the best work done in 
the Sculpture Class of the Art School during the 
season 1945-1946. 

The Director read to the Board the report of the Com¬ 
mittee on Works of Art and the Art School, dated April 19, 1946, 
whereupon, in accordance with the recommendations made in that 
report, the following resolution was adopted: 

RESOLVED, That the several recommendations covered 
by the attached report of the Committee on Works 
of Art and the Art School, numbered 1-2-3-4- 
and 5, and based upon the letter of Mr. Richard 
Lahey, the Principal of the School, be, and are 
hereby, approved. 

In accordance with the above report the following resolu¬ 
tion was adopted: 

RESOLVED, That the generous offer of Mrs. John C. 

Johansen to donate to the Gallery the oil portrait 
of Dr. W. T. Longcope, painted by her son, John 
MacLane Johansen, be accepted. 

RESOLVED, That the cordial thanks of this Board 
be, and are hereby, tendered to Mrs. Johansen 
for her generous gift. 

RESOLVED, That the Secretary be instructed to 
transmit to Mrs. Johansen a copy of this acuion, 
with the cordial appreciation of the Trustees 
of The Corcoran Gallery of Art. 

Also in accordance with the recommendations in the above 
report, the following resolution was adopted: 

RESOLVED, That, in accordance with the recommendation of 
the Committee on Works of Art, the Gallery shall, 
during the season of 1946-1947, arrange to hold 
one exhibition of works in various media by artists 
residing within a radius of twenty miles of the Gal¬ 
lery, instead of holding, as heretofore, four or 
five separate exhibitions by the several local art 
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organizations. And further, that the details in connec¬ 
tion with the proposed exhibition be placed in the hands 
of the Committee on Works of Art which is hereby vested 
with full power to act. 

Also, in accordance with the recommendations contained in the said 

report, the following resolutions were adopted: 

RESOLVED, That the bust of the late Vifendell Willkie, to 
be executed in Indiana limestone by Miss Malvina Hoff¬ 
man and offered as a gift to the Gallery, through Mss 
Hoffman, by a group of friends of the subject, be' most 
gratefully accepted. 

RESOLVED, T hat Miss Hoffman be requested to convey to 
the donors of this outstanding work the sincere thanks 
of this Board for their generous gift. 

RESOLVED, That it is a source of satisfaction to the 
Trustees to add to our permanent collection this notable 
bust of a great American by this distinguished artist. 

RESOLVED, That the Secretary be instructed to trans¬ 
mit a copy of this action to Mss Hoffman with the 
thanks of the Trustees for her interest and courtesy 
in the premises. 


The Board then considered the advisability of establishing 
memberships for the Gallery, as is done by certain other art insti¬ 
tutions. Mr. Flannery suggested that it might be desirable to call 
this project "friends of the Gallery" rather than "members" and 
also that certain of the Latin American countries, especially 
Brazil, might be canvassed for aiding a campaign of this character, 
in view of the efforts now being made to strengthen cultural re¬ 
lations in South American countries; and Dr. LaGorce spoke of 
the greatly increased membership in the National Geographic Society. 
Thereupon, on motion of Mr. Glover, Jr., seconded by Dr. LaGorce, 
the Director and Assistant Director, especially the latter, were 
authorized to pursue making a careful study of this matter for 
further consideration by the Trustees. 

The report of the Committee on the Building was presented 
by the Director, and in acdordance with the recommendations contain¬ 
ed therein the following resolution was adopted: 

RESOLVED: (1) That in accordance with the recommenda¬ 
tion of the Committee on the building, the office 
staff of the Gallery be, and is hereby, authorized 
to have rooms in both the Gallery and Art School put 
in more presentable condition as soon as necessary 
materials and labor can be sucured, provided that 
this work shall not exceed the sum of $2,000 for the 
Gallery and $1,000 for the Art School; (2) That more 
adequate artificial lighting be provided in certain 
classes of the Art School in accordance with such re- 
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quirements as may be made by the authorities of the District of 
Columbia. (3) That uniforms be provided for eight (or nine) of 
the male guards in the Gallery at a cost not to exceed $500.00. 
Mr. Glover suggested that we might look into the matter of Army 
uniforms for the guards. 

The Director then submitted to the Board the report on

The Director then submitted and read to the Board the 
Report of Messrs. F. W. Lafrentz & Co., auditors, dated February 
15, 1946, coving the Treasurer’s Report from June 1, 1945 to De¬ 
cember 31, 1945. This report shows the credit to the various 
funds in the total sum of'$55,430.12, and total assets of all 
funds amounting to $2,067,986.29. It also showed that the notes 
in arrears amounted to only $350.22 and one note in arrears for 
interest only amounting to $176.20. 

The Director then submitted and read to the Board the 
report of the auditors dated April 5, 1946, covering the various 
accounts in the hands of the Director from January 1, 1946 to 
March 31, 1946. As this report showed that these accounts were 
all in proper order, and no exceptions noted, it was approved. 
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On motion of Dr. LaGorce, seconded by Mr. Hall, the office 
Staff was authorized to prepare new editions of the catalogues of 
the regular Gallery collection and of the Clark collection. The 
Staff was also authorized to consider securing post cards in color 






The Director then brought to the attention of the 
Board the proposed letter which he had drafted, requesting 
the D. C. Chapter of the American -fted Cross to relinquish 
to us space in this building which has been occupied by the 
Ked Cross for a period of over *four years. The Board di¬ 
rected that, with one or two modifications, this letter be 
sent. 
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preferably through the Beck Company of Philadelphia. Inasmuch as 
these publications are sold to the public at a profit, the outlay 
would be more than refunded to the Gallery. 

The Board then considered the request of certain workmen 
for additions to their salaries and the following increases were 
authorized, to date from April 1, 1946: Anderson (Plumber), base 
pay from $150 to $155; Armstrong (Painter) base pay from $145 
to $150; Burdett (Electrician) base pay from $135 to $140; 

Degnan (Attendant) base pay from $120 to $130; Hill (Porter), base 
pay from $116.50 to $120. The total of all of these increases 
amount to $342.00 per annum. 

The Director them submitted to the Trustees the letter 
from Mr. Robert L. Parsons outlining the schedule upon which he 
would reimburse the Gallery for the honorarium allowed him during 
his term of service in the Navy. The Board approved of this 
schedule. 


The Director submitted and read to the Trustees the letter 
from Mr. Joseph Unger dated February 1, 1946, expressing his ap¬ 
preciation and pleasure in attending the Corcoran School of Art. 

The Director stated to the Board that on May 17th and 18th 
next the Association of Museum Directors and the American Association 
of Museums would meet in the city of Washington and that one afterhooji, 
namely on May 18, there would be a meeting in this Gallery. The 
Trustees authorized the office StQff to arrange for a cocktail party 
in the Gallery that afternoon. 

The Director also reported to the Board two the/fts of 
works of art from other institutions. 

There being no further business, the meeting adjourned. 
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Friday, May 31, 194-6. 


A Special Meeting of the Board of Trustees of The Corcoran 
Gallery of Art was held at the Gallery this morning at 10:30 o’clock, 
to take appropriate action on the death of Mr. George E. Hamilton, 
the late honored President of the Gallery. 

The meeting was called to order by Mr. Thom, First Vice- 
President, the other members present being Messrs. Fleming, Glover,Jr., 
Kauffmann, Flannery and Minnigerode. The Secretary stated that 
Dr. LaGorce was unable to be present due to absence from the city, 
and he submitted a telegram from Mr. Hall explaining his inability 
to attend. 


The Chair then stated the object of the meeting and paid 
fitting tribute to Mr. Hamilton. He also advised the Board that 
he had appointed a special committee of Mr. Flannery, Chairman, the 
Director and himself to prepare an appropriate resolution. 

The Secretary was then instructed to read the resolution 
which was prepared by the Chairman of the special committee, and which 
he read as follows : 

On May 24-th, 1946, MR. GEORGE ERNEST HAMILTON departed 
this life after a long illness. For thirteen years he 
had been the President of the Board of Trustees of the 
Corcoran Gallery and for the past twenty years, had 
served as its counsel. His wisdom, experience and 
broad culture successfully carried us through the most 
trying period of our existence. 

Mr. Hamilton was elected to the Board of Trustees De¬ 
cember 17th, 1915, chosen Second Vice President April 
9th, 1931, and made First Vice President almost immediate¬ 
ly thereafter. On January 16, 1933, he was unanimously 
chosen President and occupied that office until his death. 

Throughout his long life he had been interested in ar¬ 
tistic and educational matters and this, combined with 
his unusual business ability and great legal talents, 
made him an invaluable adviser and administrator. His 
sterling character and personal charm endeared him to 
all of the members of the Board, our patrons and the per¬ 
sonnel of the Gallery. In his death, we have lost a 
wise counselor and esteemed friend. 

BE IT RESOLVED, That the Board hereby expresses its pro¬ 
found sorrow in his death and the great loss which the 
Gallery, the Community and the Bar have sustained; that 
we hereby extend to Mrs. Hamilton and the other members 
of his family our deepest sympathy in their great afflic¬ 
tion, and direct that a copy of this Resolution be re¬ 
corded in the Minutes and transmitted to them 
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The Secretary moved that the resolution be adopted by a 
standing vote, and this motion was seconded by Mr. Fleming. The 
motion was carried and the resolution unanimously adopted. The 
Secretary was then instructed to have it suitably engrossed and 
sent to Mrs. Hamilton, and also to have photographic copies prepared 
for other members of the family. 


The meeting then adjourned.

Friday, October 18, 1946. 
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The regular quarterly meeting of the Board of 
Trustees was held at the Gallery this morning at 10:30 
o’clock. The meeting was called to order by Mr. Thom, 
the 1st Vice-President, the other members present being 
Messrs. Fleming, Glover, Jr., Kauffmann, Flannery, Hall 
and Minnigerode. The Secretary stated that as Dr. La- 
Gorce was confined to his home by illness he would not 
be able to attend. 

The Secretary then stated that the first item 
on the agenda was the election of a President of the Gal¬ 
lery to fill the vacancy caused by the death of the late 
Mr. George E. Hamilton; whereupon Mr. Flannery nominated 
Mr. Thom, the 1st Vice-President, for that office and 
moved that he be elected by a unanimous standing vote. 

Mr. Flannery’s motion was then unanimously carried. 

Mr. Fleming then moved that Mr. Charles C. Glover, 
Jr., 2nd Vice-President, be elected as 1st Vice-President, 
to fill the vacancy caused by Mr. Thom’s elevation to the 
Presidency. This motion was seconded by all of the members 
present, also by a standing vote, and Mr* Fleming’s motion 
was unanimously carried. 

Mr. Flannery then moved that Mr. R. M. Kauffmann 
be elected as 2nd Vice-President to fill the vacancy 
caused by Mr. Clover’s elevation to the office of 1st 
Vice-Presidency. This motion was also unanimously seconded 
and carried by a standing vote. 


At this point in the proceedings of the meet¬ 
ing Mr. R. M. Kauffmann was asked temporarily to assume 
the duties of the Secretary and furnished the following 
paragraphs: 

The Director, Mr. Minnigerode, begged to 
call the attention of the Trustees to his 
letter of September 25, 1945, in which he 
tendered his resignation as both Director and 
Secretary, to be accepted at the earliest 
convenience of the Board, and he expressed 
the hope that the Trustees would act thereon. 

He emphasized the point that the first duty 
of all Trustees is to act on behalf of the 
best interests of the Gallery in the adminis¬ 
tration of a public trust, and he stated that 
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in liis capacity as Trustee lie sincerely be¬ 
lieves that the duties and responsibilities 
pertaining to both offices should now be 
placed in younger and more active hands. 

Full discussion followed, all members 
present participating, in the course of 
which Mr. Minnigerode f s long, faithful and 
highly efficient services for the past 
fifty-four years, during 31 years of which 
he has been both Director and Secretary, 
received most favorable comment. Further, 
the Trustees recorded themselves as entire¬ 
ly sympathetic with Mr. Minnigerode*s natur¬ 
al desire to relinquish his heavy responsi¬ 
bilities. 

They asked him to consent to hold his 
present offices until the next annual meet¬ 
ing, to be held in January, 1947, as, under 
the provisions of the By-Laws, his position 
as Director is scheduled to run for the 
calendar year. They stated that when his 
resignation shall become effective, it is 
their intention to elect him to a new office 
and, in furtherance of this Mr. Flannery 
offered the following resolution which, duly 
seconded, was unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED, That, in view of the desire 
of C. Powell Minnigerode to retire 
from the position of Director and 
Secretary which he has filled so faith¬ 
fully and efficiently for 31 years, 
and in recognition of his past services 
and to retain the benefit of his advice 
and assistance in the future, the 
Trustees hereby create the office of 
Director Emeritus and, as a tribute to 
their regard and respect, announce their 
intention to elect Mr. Minnigerode to 
said office when his retirement as 
Director and Secretary shall become 
effective, and to fix the amount of his 
compensation and duties. 

Mr. Fleming, Mr. Glover, Jr., Mr. Kauffmann and Mr. 
Flannery were appointed a Committee to consider and report 
upon the latter subjects after conferring with Mr. Minnigerode, 

The Secretary then resumed his duties. 
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On motion duly seconded, the following resolution 
was unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED, That, inasmuch as copies of the minutes 
of the quarterly meeting held on April 19th, last, 
and of the Special Meeting held oh May 31st, last, 
were mailed to each member of the Board, they be 
approved without being read. 

The Trustees then considered the election of a new 
Trustee to fill the vacancy caused by the death of Mr. 

Hamilton. A number of names were suggested, but no action 
was taken at this meeting. 

The Director submitted to the Board the letter of 
Mr. J. S. Flannery, dated June 6, 1946, in which he inclosed 
check of the Trustees under the will of the late James 
Parmelee, drawn to the order of the Gallery, for the sum 
of $14,700 - of which $13,500 represented the Gallery’s share 
(lb%) of partial distribution of principal to remaindermen, 
and $1,200 representing income. 

The Form of Consent to the Approval of the Trustees' 
reports of the Parmelee estate, and also the receipt for the 
remittance of $14,700, were both signed by Mr. Corcoran Thom, 
as 1st Vice-President of the Gallery. 

On motion of Mr• Fleming, seconded by Mr. Minnigerode, 
the following resolution was adopted: 

RESOLVED, That the action of Mr. Corcoran Thom, 
the 1st Vice-President of the Gallery, in signing, 
on behalf of this Board, the Form of Consent to 
the approval of the Trustees’ reports under the 
will of the late James Parmelee, and also the 
receipt for the remittance of $14,700, be, and 
the same are, hereby approved by this Board. 

The Director then recommended that the staff of the 
Art School be reappointed as follows:

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The semi-annual report of the Treasurer, covering 
the period from January 1, 1946 to May 31, 1946, inclusive 
(which, owing to the lack of a quorum, could not be pre¬ 
sented in June) was then presented to the Board, together 
with Mr. Fleming’s letter of transmittal dated June 18, 

1946. This report was submitted to Messrs. F. W. Lafrentz 
& Co., the Gallery’s auditors, and their report dated 
June 26, 1946, was presented to the Board. The report of 
the Treasurer was thereupon approved. 

Mr. Fleming then read to the Board his letter of 
October 18, 1946, in which he reported all investments 
and changes in investments in the various funds made since 
his last report and also gave, in detail, the present status 
of all of the trust funds of the Gallery and Art School in 
his hands. 


On motion of Mr. Flannery, seconded by Mr. Minni- 
gerode, Mr. Fleming’s letter of October 18, 1946, was 
unanimously approved and the cordial thanks of the Board 
were extended to Mr. Fleming for his long and valuable 
services to the Gallery. 

The Secretary then submitted to the Board the Annual 
Report of the Director, dated June 1, 1946, copies of which 
had previously been sent to each member of the Board; where¬ 
upon it was ordered that the report be approved. 

The Secretary then read to the Board the letter, 
dated October 11, 1946, received by him from Mr. J. Clifford 
Folger, Chairman of the District of Columbia Chapter of the 
American Red Cross, in reference to our request that they re¬ 
linquish to the Gallery the space in this building now occu¬ 
pied by their Home Service Division. 

The proposal contained in Mr. Folger’s letter was 
given careful consideration by the Board and all of the 
members present participated in the discussion. The Board 
unanimously approved the proposed reply to Mr. Folger’s 
letter which was drafted and submitted by Mr. Flannery and 
the Secretary was instructed to send it. 

On motion of Mr. Fleming, seconded by Mr. Kauffmann, 
the Board ordered: 

(a) That this Board fully realizes the difficulty 
in these times and under existing conditions, of 
finding^other acceptable space to meet the needs 
of the Red Cross. 

(b) That it is a source of satisfaction to the 
Trustees that they have been able, during the 
course of the war, thus to cooperate with and 
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assist the Red Cross in the superb work it is 
ac complishing• 

(c) That, in order to clarify the Gallery’s 
position, the Trustees desire to emphasize 
the fact that this institution cannot accept 
compensation for such accommodation as it 
may render to the Red Cross, and that the 
Service extended to the Red Cross is for 
temporary occupancy of the floor space only 
in certain rooms, reserving for the use of 
the Gallery the walls of such rooms for 
hanging paintings not on public view in the 
Gallery. 

(d) That the attached floor plan indicates the 
rooms numbered 1 to 9 inclusive now occupied 
by the Red Cross and that, in accordance with 
the suggestion contained in Mr. Polger’s letter, 
the Red Cross will relinquish possession of 
rooms numbered 8 and 9, for which the Gallery 
has urgent need, and will continue temporary 
occupancy of rooms 1, 2, 5, 4, 5, 6, and 7. 

(e) That the Trustees note the efforts being 
made by the Red Cross to find other suitable 
space and the arrangement hereby authorized 
is on the explicit understanding that it is 
temporary and at the will of the Corcoran Gal¬ 
lery, and that the Red Cross will continue to 
use its utmost efforts to find suitable space 
elsewhere and will vacate the premises involved 
at the earliest possible moment. 

The Secretary then presented the report of the 
on Works of ^rt and the Art School, which was approved 
ordered placed on file. 

The Secretary then submitted the report of the 
Committee on the Building, which was approved and ordered 
to be placed on file. 

The Trustees then again considered the question 
of establishing "membership” in the Gallery. The Director 
stated that he had an outline for such an undertaking 
which might be used as a guide. 



Mr. Flannery then stated that this was a matter 
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to which he had given much careful thought and that he 
thoroughly approved of our establishing an Art Membership 
but on a more modest basis than that which has been sug¬ 
gested. 


Mr. Flannery then stated that he thought it would 
be of substantial benefit for the Gallery to establish an 
"Honorary Association of the Founders, Patrons and Friends 
of The Corcoran Gallery of Art.” He stated that he knew 
of certain organizations where a-plan of this nature had 
been most successful, notably at Princeton University. 

It was then suggested by the Chair that it would be 
desirable to appoint a Special Committee to consider and carry 
out these proposals* This suggestion was approved and the 
following committee, vested with full power to act, was 
thereupon appointed: Messrs. Glover, Jr., Kauffmann, LaGorce, 
and Hall. 


Mr. F'lannery then gave to members of the above 
Committee, who were present, copies of the two suggested 
resolutions which he had prepared with the thought, and in 
the hope, that they would be of use to the Special Committee, 
the said resolutions having been approved in principle by 
the Trustees. 

The Secretary then submitted and read to the Board 
the reports of Messrs. F. W. Lafrentz & Co., the auditors 
of the Gallery, dated, respectively, June 7, 1946 and 
October 9, 1946, covering the various accounts in the hands 
of the Director from March 31, 1946 to September 30, 1946, 
inclusive. As these reports showed that these accounts were 
all in proper order, and no exceptions noted, they were 
approved. 

The Secretary then submitted to the Board the re¬ 
ports on the operation of the budget for the first nine t 
months of the year 1946, as follows:

The Director stated that this deficit in the 
Art School Fund is readily accounted for. It is due to 
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the substantial increase in the fire insurance, to extensive 
renovation in the class rooms of the School, to the employ¬ 
ment of an Assistant Secretary, and other causes not contem¬ 
plated when the budget was originally prepared. He added 
that the increase in the amount of entrance fees received, 
and other fees due, will more than offset this deficit. 

The Secretary reported that the sum of $1,000.00 
due from Robert L. Parsons on account of his indebtedness 
to the Gallery was paid June 30th last when it became due. 

The Secretary then submitted to the Board the 
painting by J. B. C. Corot entitled ’’The Ford” which is 
offered as a gift to the Gallery by Mrs. Breckinridge Long; 
whereupon, on recommendation of the Committee on V/orks of Art, 
the following resolutions were unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED, That the generous offer of Mrs. Breckin¬ 
ridge Long as set forth in her letter of June 12, 

1946, to donate to the Gallery the lovely paint¬ 
ing by Jean Baptiste Camille Corot entitled "The 
Ford 11 , be accepted with the sincere and grateful 
thanks of this Board. 

RESOLVED, That this painting will constitute a 
most desirable and valuable addition to the perma¬ 
nent collection of the Gallery; that it be list¬ 
ed in our records as the gift of Mrs. Long, and 
that a tablet be prepared and placed upon the 
frame giving the name of the artist, the title 
of the picture and the name of the donor. 

RESOLVED, That the Secretary be, and is hereby, 
instructed to transmit a copy of this action to 
Mrs. Long with the assurance of the deepest ap¬ 
preciation of the Trustees of The Corcoran Gallery 
of Art. 

The Secretary then submitted to the Board the poly¬ 
chrome marble bust by the late Herbert Adams entitled ’’Prima- 
vera” which the artist’s widow had generously made it pos¬ 
sible for the Gallery to acquire; whereupon the following 
resolutions, offered by Mr. Fleming and seconded by Mr. Hall, 
were unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED, That this Board most gratefully 
accepts the opportunity offered to the Gal¬ 
lery by Mrs. Herbert Adams, the widow of the 
distinguished sculptor, to acquire for our 
pernament collection the polychrome bust 
entitled "Primavera 11 . 
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RESOLVED, Th§.t the Secretary be instructed to 
advise Mrs. Adams of the deep appreciation of 
the Trustees for thus making it possible for 
us to add this important work to our permanent 
collection. 

RESOLVED, That the action of the Director in 
purchasing this bust he and the same is, here¬ 
by approved.

The Secretary advised the Board of the offer made 
by Mr. Archer M. Huntington, through Mr. Hobart Nichols, to 
donate to the Gallery an oil painting by Mr. Nichols; where¬ 
upon, on motion of Mr. Fleming, duly seconded, the following 
resolutions were adopted: 

RESOLVED, That this Board deeply appreciates the 
generous offer of Mr. Archer M* Huntington, made 
through Mr. Hobart Nichols, to donate toithe 
Gallery a painting by this prominent American 
artist. 

RESOLVED, That, while the Gallery already owns a 
fine example of the work of Mr. Nichols, the 
Board would welcome the opportunity to consider 
a second painting by him, subject to the approval 
of the Committee on Works of Art. 

RESOLVED, That this liberal proposal be placed 
in the h&nds of the said Committee with full 
power to act. 

The Trustees then considered the question of holding 
in the Gallery next spring the 20th Biennial Exhibition of 
Contemporary American Oil Paintings; whereupon the following 
resolution, offered by Mr. Fleming and duly seconded, was 
unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED, (a) That the Committee on Works of Art 
and the Art School be, and is hereby, authorized 
to hold in the Gallery in the spring of 1947 the 
Twentieth Biennial Exhibition of Contemporary 
American Oil Paintings; 

(b) That the sum of Seven thousand Five Hundred 
Dollars ($7,500.00) be, and is hereby, appro¬ 
priated from the income of the Anna E. Clark Fund 
to be applied towards the expenses of organizing 
the said Exhibition; and 

(c) That all arrangements for this Exhibition be 
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placed in the hands of the Committee on Works 
of Art and the Art School, the said Committee 
being vested with full power to act. 

The following resolution, offered by Mr. Fleming, 
and duly seconded, was unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED, That the Boa^d extends to Miss 
Emily P. Millard its deep sympathy in the 
serious illness which she has recently 
suffered, and expresses the earnest hope 
that her steady improvement will continue, 
and that she may very soon be completely 
restored to health. 

The following resolutions, offered by Mr. Minnigerode, 
and duly seconded, was uaanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED, That the cordial thanks of this 
Board be, and are hereby, extended to Mr. 

George Conlon for his generous contribution 
of $100.00 to be awarded as a prize for the 
best sculpture, as determined by the Jury, 
at the forthcoming exhibition of works by 
artists of this vicinity. 

RESOLVED, That, in accordance with Mr. Conlon’s 
request, this contribution be considered as 
confidential.

The Secretary stated that on September 18, 1946, he 
had an informal conference with Mr. D a vid E. Finley, Director 
of the National Gallery of Art, who advised him that a very 
important exhibition of valuable tapestries was coming to 
this countryffrom Europe; that, owing to other commitments, 
it would be impossible for it to be shown at the National 
Gallery; that he believed it would be available for this 
Gallery; and that he thought it could come to this insti¬ 
tution without expense to the Gallery. He stated further 
that he would communicate with us after receiving detailed 
information from abroad. 

The Trustees expressed the view that it would be 
desirable for us to receive this exhibition to be installed 
in the American section of the Gallery upon the close of 
the 20th Biennial exhibition. The matter was referred to 
^ the Committee on Works of Art, with power to act after 
receiving details from Mr. KLnley. 

The Trustees ordered that Mr. Hermann W. Williams, 

Jr., the Assistant Director, be authorized to sign checks, 
along with either the Director or the Comptroller, from the 
Gallery Contingent Fund, and the following resolution was 
adopted: 
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RESOLVED, That the Riggs National B a nk of 
Washington, D. C., is hereby designated a 
depositary for the funds of this corporation 
and the said bank is hereby authorized and 
directed to pay checks and other orders for 
the payment of money drawn in the name of 
this corporation, the said account being desig¬ 
nated as "CORCORAN GALLERY OP ART, CONTINGENT 
FUND" and checks to be signed by any two of the

The Comptroller. 

The following resolution was adopted: 

RESOLVED (a) That in view of the growing collec¬ 
tions of the Gallery, and in line with what 
other museums are doing in order to meet the 
wishes of the public, the Gallery will discon¬ 
tinue publishing complete catalogues listing in 
detail every object in the collections of the 
Gallery; 

(b) That, in lieu of these catalogues, an at¬ 
tractive pamphlet shall be printed giving a 
brief outline of the Gallery and a general 
summary of its contents, the said pamphlet to 
be sold at a modest fee. 

The Secretary submitted to the Board the correspondence 
with the Beck Engraving Co., of Philadelphia, with reference to 
publishing, in color, a limited number of the works of art owned 
by the GaL lery. The Board directed that this matter be referred 
to the Committee on Works of Art with power to act. 

The following resolution was adopted: 

RESOLVED, That the Committee on Vforks of Art be, 
and is hereby, authorized to review the publica¬ 
tions in the library of the Gallery and to de¬ 
termine which of them do not come within the 
scope of this institution; and, further, that 
the said Committee be authorized to exercise its 
discretion as to selling auch publications as the 
Committee may regard as of no use to the Gallery. 

The Secretary submitted to the Board the letter from 
Mr. George E. Hamilton, Jr., acknowledging, with an expression 
of deep appreciation, the flowers sent in the name of the Trustees 
to the funeral of his father, and also the resolution of sympathy 
adopted at a Special Meeting of the Board held on May 31, 1946. 

There being no further business, the meeting adjourned. 
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The Annual Meeting of the Board of Trustees of the 
Corcoran Gallery of Art was held at the Gallery this morning 
at 10:00 o’clock. The meeting was called to order by Mr. 

Thom, the President, the other members present being Messrs. 
Minnigerode, Fleming, Glover, Jr., Kauffmann and Flannery. 

Mr. Minnigerode presented a letter from Mr. Hall, dated 
January 14th, explaining his inability to attend the meeting. 

He also s tated that, as Or. LaGorce was in Florida, he could 
not be present. 

On motion, duly seconded, the following resolution 
was aTdopted: 

RESOLVED, That, inasmuch as copies of the minutes 
of the quarterly meeting held on October 18, 1946, 
were mailed to each member of the Board, they be 
approved without being read. 

Mr. Minnigerode then submitted and r”ead to the Board 
the report of the auditors, dated January 6, 1947, covering 
the various accounts in the hands of the Director tf.ori. the 
period October 1, 1946 to December 31, 1946. As no exceptions 
were noted, the report was approved. 

Mr. Minnigerode then submitted to the Board the report 
of the Committee on Works of Art and the Art School, dated 
January 17, 1946, which was read, approved and ordered to he 
placed on file. 

Mr. Minnigerode then submitted to the Board the 
painting by the late Anne Goldthwaite, entitled "Young Woman 
in White," which had been offered as a gift to the Gallery by 
the heirs of the artist. After careful consideration, and on 
motion of Mr. Flannery, seconded by Mr. Kauffmann, the Board 
decided that, as it would not be possible to show this picture 
to ajdvantage in the Gallery, the offer be not accepted. The 
Trustees, however, directed that the cordial thanks of this 
Board be/tendered to Miss Goldthwaite ’ s heirs for their very 
generous offer. 

Mr. Minnigerode then submitted to the Board tne 
painting by the late Theodore Robinson, entitled "The Lady 
with a Veil", which was sent to the Gallery by the Executrix 
of the estate of the late Mrs. Edwin H. Low, in accordance 
with Mrs. Low's wish and tendered as a gift. Whereupon the 
following resolutions, offered by Mr. Glover and seconded 
by Mr. Flannery, were adopted: 
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RESOLVED, That the painting by Theodore Robin¬ 
son, entitled u Lady with a Veil," which was 
sent to this Gallery by the Executrix of the 
estate of the late Mra. Edwin H. Low in accord¬ 
ance with her expressed wish, be accepted with 
the grateful appreciation of this Board. 

RESOLVED, Further, that this action is taken 
with the understanding that the Gallery will 
not be required to hang the said painting near 
the marble head entitled "The Veiled Nun," as 
suggested, for the reason that the classifi¬ 
cation of works of art in this Gallery would 
not permit the Trustees to meet this condition. 
It is, therefore, the hope of this Board that 
this wish might be waived. 

RESOLVED, That the Secretary be, and is hereby, 
instructed to advise Mme. Madeleine de Rosset, 
the Executrix of Mrs. Low’s estate, of this 
action. 


Mr. Minnigerode then submitted to the Board the re¬ 
cent correspondence with Mr. Edward S. Shorter, of Columbus, 
Georgia, a former stud.ent of our Art School, in which he 
sent his check for $250.00 to be credited to the "Students’ 
Relief Fund"; and also reported'his recent gift of $50.00 
for the purchase of art books for the School library. 

On motion of Mr. Flannery, seconded by Mr. Glover, 
the following resolutions were unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED, That the warmest thanks of this Board 
are due, and the same are hereby tendered, to 
Mr. Edward S. Shorter, for his generous contri¬ 
bution of $250.00 to the "Students’ Relief Fund"; 
and also for his gift of $50.00 for art books for 
the School library. 

RESOLVED, That this interest in our School, so 
liberally shown by one of our alumni, not only in 
the instance here recorded, but also on various 
previous occasions, is very sincerely and deeply 
appreciated by this Board. 

RESOLVED, That the Secretary be, and is hereby, 
instructed to transmit to Mr. Shorter a copy of 
this action with the cordial good wishes of the 
Trustees of The Corcoran Gallery of Art. 

Mr. Minnigerode then presented and read to the Board 
the Report of the Committee on the Building, dated January 
17, 1947, which was read, accepted, and ordered to be placed 
on file. 
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Mr. Minnigerode then submitted to the Board the list 
of all insurance policies carried by the Gallery. The Board 
ordered that the general liability covering elevators be changed 
from $50,000 and $100,000 to $50,000 and $200,000. The other 
policies listed were approved without change, 

Mr. Fleming then presented his report as Treasurer of 
the Gallery covering the period from June 1, 1946 to December 
31, 1946, inclusive, for all of the trust accounts in his hands 
and listing all of the notes and other securities belonging to 
these seven funds. He also listed funds awaiting investment 
and the balance in each of these accounts. 

Mr. Fleming also presented and read to the Board his 
letter of transmittal dated January 17, 1947, containing detail¬ 
ed information as to the condition of these various trust accounts 
as of December 31, 1946 which disclosed that the total amounts 
of the various endowment funds, as of that date were $2,043,758.28, 
the estimated income from the various Endowment Funds for the 
year 1947 were $111,049.43, and the total of funds awaiting in¬ 
vestment $16,185.12. 

The following resolution^ offered by Mr. Flannery and 
seconded by Mr. Minnigerode, ware unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED, That the report of the Treasurer from 
June 1, 1946 to December 31, 1946, both dates 
inclusive, and his letter of transmittal, dated 
January 17, 1947, be approved, accepted and re¬ 
ferred to the Gallery's auditors for the usual 
examination. 

RESOLVED, That the thanks of this Board be, and 
are hereby, tendered to Mr. Fleming, the Treasurer, 
for the valuable services so freely rendered by 
him in his able handling of the various funds en¬ 
trusted to him, and for the time and care so free¬ 
ly and generously given by him to the financial 
affairs of this institution. 

RESOLVED, Further, that the thanks of the Board 
be also tendered to Mr. Fleming's associates on 
the Finance and Investment Committee. 

Mr. Fleming requested that copies of his letter of 
transmittal dated January 17, be sent to the absent members. 

Dr. LaGorce and Mr. Hall, for their information, calling their 
attention to the fact that the three operating funds had slight¬ 
ly increased and also that the interest rates had shown some 
improvement. 




























The following tribute was adopted by the Board: 
C. Powell Minnigerode 
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On January seventeenth, nineteen hundred and forty-seven, 
after nearly fifty-five years of outstanding service, C. POWELL 
MINNIGERODE retired as Director of The Corcoran Gallery of Art 
and as the Secretary of its Board of Trustees. 


His resignation, regretfully received, was reluctantly ac¬ 
cepted in fulfilment of his own ardent wish and with a sympa¬ 
thetic understanding of the reasons which impelled him to ten¬ 
der it. On the same date Mr. Minnigerode was unanimously elec¬ 
ted to the newly-created position of Director Emeritus. 


We, his associates on the Board of Trustees, are privileged 
to have had him as a colleague during all the years of the terms 
of each and every one of us. We hereby record our keen regret 
that his period of service in his two former offices has been ter¬ 
minated. At the same time, we rejoice with him over the fact that, 
after more than half a century of enthusiastic, competent and un¬ 
remitting devotion to the problems of the institution, his duties 
will become less onerous and more flexible, and that he will be re¬ 
lieved of the heavy burden of responsibility which he has so long 
carried. 


During his thirty-two year term as Director, Mr. Minnigerode 1 s 
widely acknowledged activities in the furtherance of American Art, 
together w r ith honors that have come to him from outside sources, have 
conferred distinction on the Gallery. He was proud to serve from 
his youth in positions of ever-increasing responsibility and honor, 
and the institution is proud to have been so served by such a man. 


To Mr. Minnigerode, valued associate and close personal friend 
of each of us, we hereby convey our heartfelt hopes for a long in¬ 
cumbency in his new position, our sense of gratification that we 
shall continue to benefit from his wide experience, his extensive 
knowledge and his v/ise counsel, and our sincere and affectionate 
good wishes to him for long life and much happiness.

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Mr. Williams was then temporarily excused from the 
meeting, and, on motions, duly seconded, the following 
officers were then unanimously re-elected to serve for the 
year 1947:

Treasurer. Mr. Robert V. Fleming 

At the request of the President, Mr. Fleming then 
read to the Board the report of the Special Committee con¬ 
sisting of himself, as Chairman, and Messrs. Glover, Jr., 
Kauffmann and Flannery, dated December 27, 1946, with refer¬ 
ence to the resignation of the Director and Secretary, dated 
September 25, 1945. The letter of the Special Committee re¬ 
viewed in detail the entire situation and recommended that 
Mr. Minnigerode be elected Director Emeritus. 

On motion of Mr. Fleming, seconded by Mr. Kauffmann, 
Mr. Minnigerode 1 s resignation was then accepted with the re¬ 
gret of the Board, and the following resolutions were unani¬ 
mously adopted: 

"RESOLVED, That C. Powell Minnigerode be and is 
hereby elected Director Emeritus of The Corcoran 
Gallery of Art; that his term of office shall 
be at i the pleasure of the Board of Trustees and 
he shall be eligible for service as a member of 
the Board and on Standing Committees; that his 
compensation shall be $7,500.00 a year, payable 
monthly. 

RESOLVED, FURTHER, That as Director Emeritus, in 
subordination to the Board and its Committees, he 
shall have general supervision of the Gallery and 
its contents, its Art School and personnel and of 
its business and financial affairs, but shall not 
be expected to perform any detailed duties. He 
shall be consulted from time to time by the Di¬ 
rector before any important commitments are made 
involving matters of policy, the expenditure of 
funds and the relations of the Gallery with its 
staff, with artists and the public." 

Mr. Minnigerode expressed his deep appreciation of 
his appointment aa Director Emeritus, but stated that, in 
his opinion, a pension of (7,500.00 per annum was more than 
it should be. He recommended that, as a maximum, a pension 
of one-half of his base salary, which v;ould be $6,500.00 a 
year, would be a generous compensation. The Trustees, how¬ 
ever, declined to consider this recommendation, and Mr. 
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Minnigerode ' s compensation was fixed at $7,500.00 per annum as 
recommended by the Special Committee. Mr. Minnigerode refrain¬ 
ed from voting. 

On motion, duly seconded, the following resolution 
was then unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED, That Hermann Warner Williams, Jr., be 
and he is hereby elected Secretary of the Board 
of Trustees and Director of the Gallery, to suc¬ 
ceed C. Powell Minnigerode, retired, at a salary 
of $7,500.00 a year from the 1st day of January, 

1947, payable monthly, and that his duties shall 
be those defined in Article XIV of the By-Laws. 

Mr. Williams was then requested to return to the meet¬ 
ing and was advised by the President of his election as Secre¬ 
tary and Director of the Gallery, that he should consult 

with Mr. Minnigerode upon matters of policy. Mr. Williams 
accepted his appointment and received the congratulations of 
all of the members of the Board present. 

Mr. Minnigerode stated that he would always be glad 
to cooperate with Mr. Williams and to give him any advice, 
assistance or guidance in his power. Mr. Williams acknowled¬ 
ged his gratitude to Mr. Minnigerode for his valued guidance 
during the past year, and expressed his sincere thanks for 
the renewed promise of further counsel which he has found, 
and will continue to find in the years to come, of the utmost 
value . 

Mr. Minnigerode then reported to the Board that he had 
received a letter from Mr. Flannery, dated December 24, 1946, 
enclosing a check for $4,045.10, being a distribution under 
the will of the late James Parmelee, and that the receipt for 
this remittance was signed by Mr. Fleming, our Treasurer, and 
forwarded to Mr. Flannery. On motion of Mr. Glover, seconded 
by Mr. Minnigerode, the Board tendered to Mr. Flannery its 
warmest thanks for his valuable services to this institution 
in all matters connected with the bequest to this Gallery under 
the will of the late Mr. Parmelee. 

Mr. Minnigerode reported to the Board that Mr. Robert 
L. Parsons had sent his check for f1,000 in partial reimburse¬ 
ment of the salary allowance granted him during his war service 
the said payment being due on December 31st, 1946, and stated 
that the final payment of $1,150.00 would be due June 30th, 
1947. 


Mr. Minnigerode then reported to the Board the opera¬ 
tion of the Budget for the year 1946, as follows: 




The estimate, as originally submitted to the 
Board, allowed £5,000 of the salary of Mr. Williams 
to be charged to the Gallery Fund. Upon revision, 
only £3,000 of this amount was charged to this Fund, 
effecting a sgvin e of £2,000. However, the allowance 
for hiss Millard’ s salary is increased by fSO, 

inasmuch as her retirement is not to t ake place until 
July 1st. 

Therefore, the final estimated saving in this 
Fund under the Budget is £1,336.51?'.

Mr. Minnigerode then submitted to the Board the pro¬ 
posed budgets of the three operating funds for the year 1947:

The above estimate, however, was changed by order of 
the Board in the following respects: (a) the sum of $500 per 
annum was added to the allowance for increase in salary made 
to Mr. Williams, making his total increase for the year 
2,500-. Of his total salary of $7,500.00 the Board ordered 
that $3,000.00 be chaaige'd to the Gallery Fund, $3,000.00 charged 
to the School Fund, and $1,500.00 charged to the Clark Addition 
Maintenance Fund; (b) the Board directed that the pension 
allowed Miss Emily P. Millard, as provided later in these 
minutes, would not become effective until July 1st, 1947.

To the above deficit of $ 1 * 860 *86 there should be 
added the sum of $1,500.00 per annum, being the amount paid Mr.

From the above saving the sum of $1,000.00 should now 
be deducted, inasmuch as $3,000.00 per annum of salary to the 
Director is now being paid from the School Fund instead of 
$2,000.00 as heretofore, leaving an estimated saving of $50.17. 

The following resolution was thereupon adopted:

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED, That Miss Mmard be 
retired on a pension of $1,800 per annum; that, 
in order to allow her the necessary time to make 
her personal readjustments to meet this decision, 
the action now taken is not to become effective 
until July 1st, 1947; that until then the 
Trustees hope that she will continue to fill her 
present •post, but only so far as her health per¬ 
mits; and that thereafter £he will always con¬ 
tinue to feel for this Gallery the same interest 
and devotion which she has shown in the past. 

On motion of Mr. Kauffmann, seconded by Mr. Flannery, the 
Board directed that a letter embodying the above resolution and 
signed by those Trustees in the city, be prepared and sent to Miss 
Millard.

The above changes were all approved. 

On motion of Mr. Flannery, seconded by Mr, Glover, Jr., 
and others, itw as ordered that the Hon. Breckinridge Long be 
elected as a member of this Board to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of Mr. Hamilton. The Board was unanimous In expressing 
the hope that Mr. Long would accept the appointment.

The Director read to the Board a synopsis of progress made in re¬ 
gard to the membership program, in order to apprise the Trustees of 
what has been accomplished to date.

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RESOLVED: That a pamphlet be published and issued 
at least three times a year, if practicable. This 
pamphlet, to be called The Corcoran Gallery of Art 
Bulletin; if possible it is to be well illustrated 
and contain articles of general interest to readers 
on subjects giost intimately related to the Gallery’s 
activities and objects. One copy to be mailed to all 
members. 

RESOLVED: That the privileges of living Benefactors, 

Patrons and Fellows shall cease at their death. 

RESOLVED: That members who may be enrolled within 
six months of the commencement of the establishment 
of membership, be known thereafter as Charter Members 
of the Association. 

RESOLVED: That a special class of Honorary Members, 
be and is hereby authorized; members of this class to 
be elected by the Board at a regular meeting. At no 
time shall there be more than ten Honorary Members. 

Honorary Members shall be limited to such persons as 
would not be expected to enroll as regular members,but 
who, by reason of their position, would be of assist¬ 
ance to the Corcoran Gallery of Art, and whom the Gal¬ 
lery would desire to honor. 

RESOLVED: That the Chairman ofthe Membership Committee 
be, and is hereby, empowered to form such committees 
and sub-committees as he may deem advisable. 

RESOLVED: That the Committee on Membership is empower¬ 
ed to approve the prospectus and other literature, and 
to have the same printed and distributed to prospec¬ 
tive members. 

RESOLVED: That the sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000) 
be and is hereby appropriated from the gallery Fund to 
cover preliminary expenses of the membership program,and 
that this amount be refunded from initial receipts as 
soon as practical. 

The establishment of special Memorial Endowment Funds was then 
considered. All Members present took part in the discussion, No 
final decision was reached, and the Director was instructed to gather 
further information for presentation at a later date. 

Resolutions covering the handling of monies derived from member¬ 
ship were then read to the Board but were not approved. Mr. Fleming, 
the Gallery’s Treasurer, volunteered to give it his personal attention 
and to prepare an appropriate resolution. The matter was left in his 
hands. 


Mr. Fleming then requested that the cost analysis of the operation 
and maintenance of the Clark Addition be next considered. 
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The Director then explained to the Board that Mrs. Morris felt 
that the Gallery should find out from the other members of the Clark 
family if it was their intention to contribute further funds towards 
the operation and maintenance of the Clark Wing. She implied, how¬ 
ever, that even though they did not contribute, she would. Mr. Hinni- 
gerode added that it is not Mrs. Morris f intention to add to the endow¬ 
ment, but rather to contribute a certain sum annually.. 

As the matter is one of importance, requiring detailed study,the 
analysis was not approved. The Director was instructed to submit the 
analysis to Mr. Fleming for his study and amendation. Mr. Fleming re¬ 
quested that in future he be consulted in advance in all matters in¬ 
volving the finances of he Gallery. 

No further matters of a financial nature appearing on the agenda, 
Mr. Fleming then left the meeting. 

The Director then apprised the Board of the wishes of Mrs. William 
Corcoran Sustis with regard to the Eustis Memorial Room. After dis¬ 
cussion of various aspects of the desired changes, the following re¬ 
solution was adopted: 

RESOLVED: That the small gallery now designated 

as the lustis Memorial Room be re-designated the 
Benefactors 1 Room, and be utilized for the exhibi¬ 
tion of* future Benefactors of the Gallery.

The Director then called attention to the form letters; the 
membership card; the prospectus and various office forms which are 
ready to be printed. As these had been prepared under the direction 
of the Committee, they were approved without being examined. It was 
decided, however, that no cut be used on the prospectus at this time. 

The stationery for use in the Members T Room was submitted to 
the Board and was approved with the suggestion that if it were abused 
it be withdrawn. 

The temporary printed certificate for Benefactors, Patrons and 
Fellows was shown the Board and was discussed. Its use was referred 
back to the Committee on Membership for final decision as to its use.

The Director then read a letter from Mr. Nagel, the Director of 
the Brooklyn Museum, in which he stated he was sorry to lose Miss 
Swenson, but felt she was worthy of richer opportunity. The Director 
then stated Miss Swenson would start her new' duties on March 17th. 
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The attention of the Board was then directed to the portrait 
of Mrs. Stuart by Louis Mathieu Dedier Guillaume, which was offered 
as a gift by James M. Green, Esquire. 

The Committee on Works of Art informally recommended that the 
painting not be accepted, to which recommendation the Board agreed. 

The Director then reported the gift of two drawings by David 
Claypoole Johnston, donated by Messrs. Kauffmann and Williams. 

The offer of the donation of a bust by Elsa Fraenkel by the 
Council for Inter-American Cooperation, Inc. was next considered. 

On the informal recommendation of the Committee on Works of Art, 
the bust was not accepted. 

The request of the Whitney Museum to borrow for study purposes 
Blakelocks ’’Moonlight” was next considered. After considerable dis¬ 
cussion it was decided to refuse the request. 

The Director reported the damage by fire to the portrait of 
Martha Washington by G. P. A. Healy, and that satisfactory progress 
was being made in effecting its repair, and the settlement of costs 
by George Washington University. 

The Director then reported the letter of thanks written by 
Mr. McMullan, the letter of acceptance of Mr. Hamilton as Counsel, 
and read Miss Millard’s fine letter to Mr. Thom on her retirement. 

The Director then suggested that the Board consider altering 
the hours of opening of the Gallery. After due discussion the 
following resolution was adopted: 

RESOLVED: That inasmuch as the average daily 
attendance at the Gallery between the hours of 
9:00 to 10:00 A.m., from December 3, 1946 to 
February 18, 194V, (on the days the Gallery was 
open in the morning) was four visitors; that the 
hours of public opening be changed Tuesdays through

The additional hour in the morning will be used to advantage 
by the aged regular attendants, to keep the galleries clean, while 
the workmen will have additional time to do maintenance work be¬ 
fore going on the floor. The main doors will be open for visitors 
having business in the office at 9:00 as heretofore. 

The following resolution was then offered and was approved 
subject to the concurrence of Mr. Fleming, the Treasurer. 

RESOLVED: That the Riggs National Bank of Washington, 

D. C., is hereby designated a depository for the funds 
of this corporation and the said bank is hereby author¬ 
ized and directed to pay checks and other orders for 
the payment of money drawn in the name of this corpor¬ 
ation, the said account being designated as ’’CORCORAN

GALLERY FUND: 

Salary, Assistant Director, $3,000.00 
(For Art School Fund, see page # 298) 
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A special meeting of the Board of Trustees of The Corcoran 
Gallery of Art was called by the direction of the President today, 
at 12:15. Those present were Messrs. Thom, Minnigerode, Glover, 
Kauffman, and Flannery. The other members of the Board were un¬ 
able to be present due to the short notice upon which the meeting 
was called, as they were, with the exception of Mr. Fleming, all 
out of the city. 

The meeting was called to discuss a painting by George Biddle 
which had been invited for the Exhibition by the Chairman of the 
Jury, Henry Varnum Poor. After considerable discussion in which 
all members joined, it was decided that the painting would be 
shown. The Director was instructed to communicate this decision 
to Mr. Poor by telephone in such a manner as to encourage him to 
induce Mr. Biddle to consider its replacement by a different pic¬ 
ture of more suitable subject matter, should he so elect. It was 
also the decision of the Board that future issues of Biennial pros¬ 
pectuses should contain an escape clause, which would protect the 
Gallery in such other similar cases as might arise in the future. 

After due consideration, the Board approved two resolutions 
prepared by Mr. Fleming, establishing the two funds to be used in 
connection with the Membership Program as follows: 

RESOLVED:, That the Treasurer be and is hereby 
authorized to open an account in The Riggs National 
Bank of Washington, D.C. to be known as the "Corcoran 
Gallery of Art Membership Association Endowment Fund". 

RESOLVED FURTHER, That all moneys received from 
memberships of $ 500.00 or more be credited to said 
account; that said funds be invested in securities 
approved by the Committee on Finance and Investment; 
that income from said investments be accumulated in 
said account, and that disbursements be made by checks 
signed by the Treasurer or the Assistant Treasurer 
upon vouchers certified by the Director or, in his 
absence, by a responsible member' of the Directors 
staff, in accordance with such determinations of 
policy for the use of these funds as the Board of 
Trustees may direct. 

RESOLVED, That the Treasurer be and is hereby 
authorized to open an account in The Riggs National 
Bank of Washington, D. C. to be known as the 
"Corcoran Gallery of Art Membership Association 
Fund"• 
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RESOLVED FURTHER, That all moneys received from 
memberships up to but not including $500.00 be 
credited to said account to help defray expenses 
of the various membership activities and that 
withdrawalsof funds from said account be by checks 
signed by the Treasurer or the Assistant Treasurer, 
upon vouchers duly certified by the Director, or, 
in his absence, by a responsible member of the Dir¬ 
ector’s staff, in accordance with such determination 
of policy for the use of these funds as the Board 
of Trustees may direct. 

Then followed some discussion as to the need for Board action 
in the matter of authorizing the Director to use funds of the 
Membership Campaign to defray expenses arising therefrom. It 
was the understanding of the Director and of those members pre¬ 
sent that this matter should be discussed between 
the Treasurer, and the Director, and the matter brought up at 
a subsequent meeting of the Board with a definite recommendation. 

The election of four additional fellows who have recently 
qualified was deferred until the next meeting of the Board. 

There being no further business to come before the Board at 
this time, the meeting was adjourned at 1: 10. 
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The Regular Quarterly Meeting of the Board of Trustees of The 
Corcoran Gallery of Art was held at the Gallery this morning at 
10:30 o’clock. In the absence of the President, the meeting was 
called to order by Mr. Charles C. Glover, Jr., the First Vice-Presi¬ 
dent, the other members present being Messrs. Kauffmann, Fleming, 
LaGorce, Flannery, Hall and Long. Mr. Minnigerode was, unfortunately, 
unable to be present, owing to his indisposition. 

The Chairman, on behalf of all the Trustees, welcomed Mr. Long 
at this his first active session with the Board. 

On motion, duly seconded, the following resolutions were adop¬ 
ted: 


RESOLVED, that, inasmuch as copies of the minutes 
of the Annual Meeting, held on January 17, 1947, were 
mailed to each member of the Board, they be approved 
without being read. 

RESOLVED, that inasmuch as copies of the minutes 
of the Special Meeting, held on February 19, 1947, were 
mailed to each member of the Board, and as all members 
not present at this meeting have signed a waiver, they 
be approved without being read. 

RESOLVED, that inasmuch as copies of the minutes 
v of the Special Meeting, held on March 7, 1947, v/ere 
mailed to each member of the Board, and as all mem¬ 
bers not present at this meeting have signed a waiver, 
they be approved without being read. 

The Secretary then reported the receipt of a donation from 
the District of Columbia Chapter, The American Red Cross, whereupon, 
upon motion duly seconded, the following resolutions were approved: 

REWOLVED, that the thanks of the Board of Trustees 
of The Corcoran Gallery of Art be, and are hereby extended 
to the District of Columbia Chapter, American Red Cross, in 
appreciation of the generous donation for the general pur¬ 
poses of the Gallery. 

RESOLVED FURTHER, that the Secretary is directed to 
furnish Mr. John Clifford Folger, Chairman, a copy of this 
action of the Board. 

The Secretary then called the attention of the Trustees to the 
formation of the Council of Museums of the District of Columbia. 

The Board then expressed concern and sympathy for Mr. Minniger¬ 
ode in his present illness, and hoped that his complete recovery 
would be speedy. 

The Secretary then reported that Miss Eleanor Swenson started 

her. dutie* as Associate Curator on the 17th of March, and that her 
work was most satisfactory. 9 
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The Secretary then read to the Board the letter of Mr. Holmes 
which reported that the Gallery now enjoys the lowest rate of fire 
insurance of any structure in the city of Washington. He stated that 
a refund of $399.06 had Been received. 

The Chairman then initiated discussion with respect to the Gal¬ 
lery’s Fine Arts insurance, in which all members of the Board present 
participated. The Secretary pointed out that this institution is one 
of the few public museums which carries insurance on Art objects 
while within its own building. Mr. Hall stated that in his opinion 
Lloyd’s of London grants excellent coverage of this nature. Mr. Fleming 
then brought up the question as to whether, under existing circum¬ 
stances, Lloyd’s would be in a position to meet commitments in the 
same manner as they were accustomed to do before the war. It was 
decided that the matter be referred to the Committee on Finance and 
Investment, said Committee to report their recommendations at a sub¬ 
sequent meeting of the Board. 

The Secretary then read a letter from the Chairman of the Com¬ 
mission of Fine Arts, in which the Director was complimented on the 
improved appearance ofthe sculpture gallery on the first floor. 

The Secretary then read an excerpt from a letter commending the 
Gallery’s new lecture program. 

The Secretary then reported that the Director, although invited 
to attend a meeting of UNESCO, had been unable to accept,due,among 
other reasons, to the absence of an Assistant Director. 

The Treasurer, after due explanation, then offered the follow¬ 
ing resolutions, which, upon motion duly seconded, were adopted: 

RESOLVED, that the Treasurer of the Corcoran Gallery 
of Art is authorized to transfer from time to time such sum 
or sums that may be standing to the credit of the Membership 
Association Fund upon vouchers signed by the Director or a 
responsible member of his staff to meet authorized member¬ 
ship activities (i. e. those listed in membership prospectus) 
or as authorized by the Membership Committee. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that, in accordance with the re¬ 
solution passed by the Board of Trustees at its meeting on 
February 19, 1947, if sufficient funds have not been received 
through donations for the credit of the Membership Associa¬ 
tion Fund, the Treasurer is hereby authorized to make advances 
from the Gallery Fund not to exceed $1,000 as a temporary loan 
until such time or times as the Membership Association Fund 
makes possible the return of this advance. 

Mr. Fleming then brought up the matter of the establishment of 
Special Memorial Endowment Funds, which had been discussed an an ear¬ 
lier meeting of the Board, and had been referred to him. Mr. Fleming 
quoted from a letter written by Mr. Milliken of the Cleveland Museum 
to the Director, which contained pertinent information. Mr. Fleming 
pointed out the impracticability of maintaining separate small endow¬ 
ments of contributions of $500 or more made to the Association of the 
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Corcoran Gallery of Art. After some discussion the following 
resolutions offered by Mr. Fleming, and duly seconded, were unan¬ 
imously adopted: 

RESOLVED, that all contributions to the Association 
of The Corcoran Gallery of Art of $500 or more, whether 
given as a special memorial endowment or otherwise, be 
merged for investment purposes with the General Membership Endowment 
Fund, and, that the Treasurer be empowered to invest such 
funds from time to time as they accumulate in securities 
approved by the Finance and Investment Committee. 

RESOLVED FURTHER, that a ledger record be kept of 
the above-mentioned contributions and that names of donors 
and the amount of their contribution be published annually. 

The Secretary then reported that Mr. Thom had asked the ap¬ 
proval and authority for his signature to the report of the Execu¬ 
tors of the Parmelee Estate covering the past year. This authority 
was unanimously granted, and the report ordered placed on file. 

Mr. Fleming then presented his report as Treasurer of the Gallery, 
covering the period from January 7, 1947, through April 14, 1947, for 
all of the trust accounts in his hands. He described the changes in 
investment which have been made during that period. As copies of his 
letter were presented to each member of the Board present, the details 
therefore will not be included in these minutes. Upon motion, duly 
seconded, the following resolution was unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED, that the report of the Treasurer, from 
January 7, 1947, through April 14, 1947, be approved, 
accepted and ordered placed on file, and that the thanks 
of the Board be and are hereby tendered to Mr. Fleming 
for his valuable services so generously rendered in the 
able handling of the funds entrusted to him. 

Mr. Fleming then stated that as of April 18, 1947, the working 
balance of the Gallery Fund amounted to $27,062.76. This sum in¬ 
cluded the $8,000 donated by the American Red Cross. The question 
of the transfer of part of this money to the Endowment Fund for in¬ 
vestment purposes was discussed. It was moved and seconded that for 
the time being the entire amount should remain in the Gallery Fund, 
and not be invested. 

Mr. Fleming then brought up the matter of the cost analysis of 
the Clark Wing. He compared the total cost of operating the Gallery 
in 1930 as against the total cost of operating the Gallery in 1946. 

He continued, stating that, assuming the proportionate amount of space 
occupied by the Clark Collection was approximately one-third of the 
total area of the building, it is apparent that even in 1930 the re¬ 
cords show that income from the Clark Funds was several thousand 
dollars less than its correct proportion. The same conclusion ap¬ 
plies to the figures for the year 1946. He then continued, pointing 
out the lesser interest rate which now prevails, as against that 
existing in 1930, stating that a drop of approximately 2 % has taken 
place. He also pointed out that costs have risen greatly during the 
same period. However, despite the fact that two serious financial 
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depressions took place during the past sixteen years, the principal 
in this fund has nevertheless increased. It was agreed that the 
present interest rates are excellent under the current circumstances. 

Mr. Fleming stated that while he could not give an accurate figure 
as to the amount of money now necessary, the sum of thirty to thirty- 
five thousand dollars, in, his opinion, would probably be close to 
the annual income needed to put the Clark Wing on an adequate finan¬ 
cial standing. The point was made that the Gallery has not had suf¬ 
ficient man-power during the war years, and still does not have, to 
give proper attention to the physical condition of the works of art 
in the Clark Collection. This accumulated restoration and conser¬ 
vation work the Director estimated, would require an expenditure of 
approximately $20,000 to rectify. This estimate of restoration could 
be amortized over a period of five years. Mr. Flannery asked if Mr. 
Hall v/ould like to serve as a committee of one to ask the members of 
the Clark family for more money. Mr, Hall said he would be glad to 
serve, and would like to have the assistance of the Director. Mr. 
Flannery then moved that Mr. Fleming reduce his oral report to writing, 
to be transmitted by Mr. Hall to the donors. This motion was second¬ 
ed by Mr. Kauffmann. 

Mr. Glover then read the report of the Committee on -Membership, 
of which he is Chairman. The report was approved as read, and ordered 
placed on file. 

The Secretary then offered the following resolutions, whid^ upon 
motion duly seconded were unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED, that the following named persons, having 
qualified to be elected and declared Fellows of the 
Association of The Corcoran Gallery of Art, be and are 
hereby so elected:

RESOLVED FURTHER, that the Secretary be instructed 
to notify the donors, if living, or their family if de¬ 
ceased, when practicable, of this action, transmitting 
at the same time a suitable certificate properly attested. 

The Secretary reported that the Hecht Company was apparently 
willing to run a full-page ad devoted to an announcement of the 
Gallery* s membership program. Considerable discussion of this offer 
took place, in which ell members present joined. It was decided that 
the matter should be kept in abeyance. 

The Secretary then reported that Mrs. Corcoran Thom has once 
again repeated her generous donation of a prize to be given to a 
student of sculpture in the school, whereupon the idLlowing resolu¬ 
tions, upon motion duly seconded, were unanimously adopted: 
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RESOLVED, that the hearty thanks of the Board be and 
are hereby extended Mrs. Corcoran Thom for her donation of 
a check to be awarded to a student of the sculpture class of 
The Corcoran School of Art, in continuation of her practice 
of many years standing. The receipt of this gift is again 
a source of great satisfaction to all concerned. 

FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Secretary is instructed to 
transmit to Mrs. Thom the grateful thanks of the Board. 

Mr. Glover then, in the absence of Mr. Minnigerode, the Chair¬ 
man, presented the report of the Committee on Works of Art and the 
Art School. The report was approved and ordered placed cn file. 

Then followed some discussion of the publication of a calendar 
for the year 194-8. The Director was authorized to proceed in se¬ 
curing an estimate for its publication, for presentation at a sub¬ 
sequent meeting of the Board. The Director was also authorized to 
secure an estimate on the publishing of a hand-book, to be devoted 
to the Gallery*s collection of American paintings. 

The Chairman then called the attention of the Board to the 
painting by James Hope which was offered as an unrestricted gift, 
whereupon, upon motion of Mr. Fleming, duly seconded by Mr. Hall, 
the following resolutions were unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED, that the generous offer of Robert G. McIntyre 
to donate to the Gallery, without restrictions, the painting 
by James Hope, entitled "Tavern at Hew Boston, Vermont" be 
and is hereby accepted. 

RESOLVED FURTHER, that the Secretary is instructed to 
transmit the thanks of the Board to Mr. McIntyre for his 
donation. 

The Chairman then called the attention of the Board to the 
bronze by Charles Grafly, offered as a gift, whereupon, upon motion 
of Mr. Flannery, seconded by Mr. Kauffmann, the folloiving resolutions 
were adopted: 

RESOLVED, that the generous offer of the gift of the 
bronze bust of Edward W. Redfield by the sculptor Charles 
Grafly, offered by Mr. Redfield, be and is hereby accepted, 
and that the thanks of this Board be extended to the donor. 

RESOLVED FURTHER, that the Secretary i*s instructed to 
transmit to Mr. Redfield a copy of this resolution. 

The Secretary then offered the report of the Jury of the Twentieth 
Biennial Exhibition, which w’as ordered placed on file witout being read 

Discussion then ensued as to purchases from the Biennial. After 
considerable discussion the Board provisionally approved the purchase 
of the painting by Walter Stuempfig entitled "Two Houses" for $450.00, 
if the President has decided not to proceed with his tentative sugges¬ 
tion that he acquire the painting for deposit with the Gallery. 
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The Chairman then requested the Director to show and discuss 
the several paintings by Colonial American artists, which are avail¬ 
able for purchase. After considerable discussion of the merits of 
these works the Board decided to authorize the purchase of the por¬ 
trait of Mrs. Sidney Breese by John Wollaston, at a price especially 
reduced from $1,500.00 to $1,200.00, by the Old Print Shop of New York, 

N. Y. 

The Board also decided that it would purchase the portrait !, A Lady 
with a Fan” by J. William Jennys, which was offered by Knoedlers at a 
price of $1,950.00, especially reduced for our benefit from $2,500.00, 
if it should result that there is a sufficient accumulation in the 
William A. Clark and the Anne E. Clark Funds after the expenses of the 
Biennial have been met. The Treasurer pointed out that preliminary, 
conservative analysis shows that the Gallery has approximately $3,000 
available for this purpose. 

The Chairman then presented the report of the Committee on the 
Building, which was approved and ordered placed on file. 

v The Board authorized the Director to write, in thlir name, a 
letter of commendation to Richard Haig, in acknowledgement of his 
loyal and efficient service. 

The Secretary then offered the Board the following resolution 
which, upon motion duly seconded, was unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED, that the sincere and grateful thanks of the 
Board of Trustees be and are hereby extended to Mrs. William 
Corcoran Eustis for her great , generosity in defraying the 
expenses of the renovation of the Benefactors’ Room, dedicated to 
the Founder, William Wilson Corcoran, and other Benefactors. 

RESOLVED FURTHER, that the Secretary is directed to 
transmit to Mrs. Eustis a copy of this action. 

The Director then reported on the operation of the budget. It 
was pointed out that there is a slight saving in the Gallery Fund, as 
well as in the Art School Fund, and a small deficit in the Clark Addi¬ 
tion Maintainance Fund. The report was approved and ordered placed on 
file. 

The Secretary then reported to the Board that the appropriation 
of $1,000 in the budget for 1947, for the purpose of re-decorating, and 
installing a sprinkler system, has, with the exception of a small balance 
of $157.78, already been expended. Inasmuch as an appropriation of 
$2,000 was granted for this purpose in 1946, but was untouched, the 
Director was authorized to proceed with the renovation of the galleries 
on the second floor, and the following resolutions, upon motion duly 
seconded, were unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED, that the Director be and is hereby authorized 
to expend the additional sum of $1,000 for the purpose of re¬ 
novating the painting galleries on the second floor. 

RESOLVED FURTHER, that the sum of $1,000 be and is hereby 
appropriated from the Gallery Fund for this purpose. 
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The Honorable Breckinridge Long was then appointed to serve 
on the Committee on Works of Art and the Art School. 

The Secretary then presented the Auditor’s Report of the 
Treasurer’s account for the period June 1, 1946 to December 31, 1946. 

The report showed that the finances of the Gallery were in excellent 
condition, and the report was approved and ordered placed on file. 

The Secretary then offered the Auditor’s report of the Director’s 
Accounts for the period January 1, 1947 to March 31, 194V. As the 
accounts were in order, the report was approved and ordered placed on 
file. 

The Secretary then reported to the Board, for their information, 
statistics on the employees of the Gallery, by age groups. Several 
members of the Board expressed concern at the results shown in this 
survey, and all agreed that it was a matter on which policy, with 
respect to retirement ages and pensions, should be decided. Therefore, 
on the recommendation of Mr. Fleming, the Chairman appointed a Special 
Committee to study these matters, and to report their findings and 
recommendations at the next meeting of the Board. The Committee so 
appointed is constituted as follows: Messrs. Minnigerode, Chairman, 
Fleming and LaGorce. 

The Secretary then presented the following report: 

As you will recall the Director was authorized to be on 
the lookout for a man qualified to be appointed Assistant to 
the Director, or Assistant Director, at the Annual Meeting in 
January. At that time the Director stated that he thought a 
salary of $3,000 would be adequate for this purpose, and he 
further stated that he believed the Gallery could function with¬ 
out such assistance at least until June - possibly until Fall. 

Since January the Director has made use of this authority and 
has corresponded extensively with various authorities in the 
field, and has received their recommendations. He has inter¬ 
viewed a good number of possible candidates. With few excep¬ 
tions all have expressed interest in the possibility, but to 
date no one candidate seems to the Director to possess all the 
desired qualifications. A number of likely candidates have 
yet to be seen. 

However, in the meantime, an alternative suggestion, which 
presents a temporary solution, which may be preferable, has arisen. 
While there can be no question that an Assistant to the Director 
is desirable, and indeed will be essential, it might be more ad¬ 
vantageous to the Gallery as a whole, to temporarily employ an 
additional office assistant, who combines the skills of stenog¬ 
rapher-typist an$ museum training. This arrangement could stay 
in effect until such,-.time as the Curator, Mr. Jeremiah O’Connor, 
retires. ~ **■' rv * ' ' 
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The Secretary stated that Mrs. Josephine Bever had recently 
interviewed him for a position. She is a graduate of Wellesley 
College, a capable stenographer and typist, as well as the possessor 
of several years of practical museum training as a staff member of the 
Museum of Fine Arts in Boston, and was agreeable to entering the Gal¬ 
lery’s employ at a salary of $1,800. Whereupon, upon motion of Mr. 
Fleming, seconded by Mr. Flannery, the Director was authorized to en¬ 
gage her services, on a trial basis. 

The Secretary then reported that he desired to attend the meeting 
of the American Association of Museums at Montreal in May. Whereupon, 
upon motion of Mr. Fleming, seconded by Mr. Flannery, the following 
resolution was adopted: 

RESOLVED, that the sum of tv/o hundred and fifty dollars 
($250.00) be appropriated from the Gallery Fund for the purpose 
of defraying the Director’s expenses in attending the meeting 
of the American Association of Museum Directors, in Montreal. 

The Secretary then offered the letter written him by Mr. L. M. C. 
Smith, with respect to the possibility of the American Federation of 
Arts securing space in the Gallery. 

The Secretary asked the advice of the Board with respect to a 
recent inquiry for confidential information, with respect to finan¬ 
cial matters initiated by the County of Los Angeles. The consensus 
was that the Director should refrain from granting this information. 

The Secretary then reported on the progress of the educational 
program of the Gallery. The report was received with interest, and 
the Board expressed themselves as satisfied with the progress being 
made in this direction. 

There being no other business to come before the Board the meet¬ 
ing was adjourned at 12:45-

The President then reported that the Gallery was again the recipient of a 
handsome donation from The A* W* Mellon Educational and Charitable Trust* The 
Secretary read the letter of transmittal signed by Mr, Paul Mellon# Whereupon, 
upon motion, duly seconded, the following resolutions were unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED, That the generous gift of $50,000 made to this Gal¬ 
lery by The A, W* Mellon Educational and Charitable Trust, as set 
forth in the letter of Mr* Paul Mellon, Co-Trustee, dated May 6, 

1947, be, and it is hereby, most gratefully accepted by the Trus¬ 
tees of this Gallery# 

RESOLVED FURTHER, That this Board appreciates the continued 
interest of the Mellon Trust in the cultural objectives of The 
Corcoran Gallery of Art, and of the valuable aid this gift furnishes 
towards the realization of our purposes* 

RESOLVED FURTHER, That the President be, and he is hereby, inst¬ 
ructed to forward to Mr# Mellon a copy of these resolutions, with 
the assurance of our deep thanks to him and his Co-Trustees, for their 
most generous action# 

The Chairman asked Mr, Lahey to read his report on certain changes with res¬ 
pect to the Art School which were proposed for the coming school year# Mr, Lahey 
then read his report which previously had been furnished all members of the Board# 
After the report was read, considerable discussion,in which all members of the Board 
present participated, ensued# The Director reported that the Counsel had told 
him informally that it was his informal belief that there was no reason to suppose 
that a change such as is proposed for the Art School would have any effect on the 
School’s status with respect to taxation# Mr. Hamilton, however, before giving 
his formal advice, is going to give the matter further study* Mr* Thom stated 
that Mr, Minnigerode had expressed to him his approval of these changes recommended 
for the School* Mr, Fleming requested that the financial tables given in the re¬ 
port be revised, and capital expenses listed separately from operating expenses*

The report of the Committee on Pensions and Retire¬ 
ment Policy was postponed until a subseqi ent meeting# 

Mr# Fleming then reported on the Gallery’s fine arts 
insurance# He recommended that no chaige be made in the 
existing policy, which recommendation^ met wl th the approval 
of all members present. Considerable concern was expressed 
by the members of the Board with respect to the Gallery’s 
security, with which the Director heartily concurred. The 
Director was requested to take such appropriate action as 
could reasonably be done, and was expressly directed to have 
the exterior entrance doors to the Art school locked, except 
for the evening classes. 

The Secretary then recommended the official confirmation 
of the new instructors in the school# Upon motion, duly se¬ 
conded, the following resolutions were adopted:

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The Secretary then presented the request of the 
Saginaw Museum for the loan of three paintings. The 
New York Window by Childe Hassam, The Mill in winter 
by 'Edward w . Hedfield and Mrs. William fc, Robertson 
by Thomas Sully, which was approved, subject' to the' 
visual requirements* 

The attention of the Board was then directed to 
the continued presence of the temporary war structure 
in the park area opposite the Gallery, The Board felt 
that it could not take any official action to institute 
its removal, but individual members expressed their 
willingness to informally call the attention of any 
officials to this matter should the occasion arise. 

The request of the Sheldon Swope Art Gallry for 
a donation of plaster casts was favorably considered, 
and referred to the Committee on works of Art, with 
power to act.

The Secretary reported that under the will of John L. Proctor 
the Gallery would, at some future time, receive approximately 
$5,000*00. 

Corcoran Thom, Jr., as Treasurer, then presented the report 
of the Committee on Finance and Investment. He also read the 
memorandum prepared by the Treasurer, and addressed to the Finance 
Committee. This notice recommended the establishment of a re¬ 
serve for depreciation in market value of preferred stocks. He 
then read a letter written by Robert V. Fleming, Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, to the President. This letter heartily en¬ 
dorsed the recommendation of the Treasurer. At this time it was 
moved, seconded and adopted that this reserve be put into effect* 

Upon motion, duly seconded, the following resolution was 
unanimously adopted:

The Auditor’s Report of the Treasurer Report for the period 
June 1, 1947 to December 31, 1947 was then submitted and, being 
in order, was ordered placed on file. 

Mr. Minnigerode, as Chairman, then presented a report of the 
Special Committee on Pensions, and read the following resolution, 
vhich, upon motion dulysajonded, was unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED: (l) That all pensions be paid from 

regular Gallery income. 

(2) That the age of retirement be 
fixed at seventy years, and this retirement policy 
take effect January 1, 1949, and employees now on 
the payrolls, over the age of seventy, be retired 
on that date. 


(3) That eligibility for full pen¬ 
sion be contingent upon the completion of twenty years 
of consecutive service; that part-time employees, with 
the exception of the faculty of the Art School, be ex¬ 
cluded from the pension plan. Employees whose services 
at the Gallery are interrupted by entering the armed 
forces in time of war shall receive a pension based on 
the total years given t o the Gallery as though they 
were consecutive. In the event total service at re¬ 
tirement date is less than twenty years, retirement bene¬ 
fits under this policy shall be reduced by l/20 for each 
complete year of service less than twenty years, provided 
no retirement benefit shall be paid to any employee with 
less than ten years service. 

(4) That, as the proposed pension policy 
does not require contributions from the employees, the 
rate of full pensions be fixed at thirty percent (30%) 

of salary received at the time of the employee’s retire¬ 
ment. 


(5) The Board of Trustees may exclude 
from this pension policy and provide additional benefits 
to the Director-Emeritus, the Manager of Special Exhibi¬ 
tions, Miss Millard, and such officers of the (gallery who 
at the discretion of the Board of Trustees may in their 
opinion be entitled thereto by reason of their responsibili¬ 
ties and long and valuable service. 

(6) That the voluntary resignations, or 
severance of service for cause or for other reasons (such 
as financial necessity) at any time before the age of re¬ 
tirement, will bar individuals from the pension plan.

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RESOLVED: That the Director is hereby authorized to 
expend up to.three hundred dollars ($300.00) for the pur¬ 
chase of a large sign pedestal for the main entrance. 

RESOLVED FURTHER: That this sum be appropriated from 
the Gallery Fund. 

The Secretary then reported the following resolution, which 
was unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED: That the sum of five hundred dollars ($500.00) 
is hereby.. appropriated from the Gallery Fund for the purpose 
of defraying the expenses of redecorating the six rooms com¬ 
prising the apartment in the Gallery building. 

The Chairman then asked the Board to accompany him on a tour 
of the painting galleries of the Clark Collection, and to inspect 
the paintings approved by The Committee on Works of Art for dis¬ 
posal . It was then decided that the painting galleries of the 
Clark Wing, being in disgraceful condition, should be repainted 
during the summer months. The Director said he was heartily in 
favor of this action, but wished to point out that in ^iew of the 
fact that the work would be done when many of the employees were 
on vacation, that the force of three men left would be hopelessly 
inadequate. He also pointed out that other work of renovation, to 
which the Gallery was already commited, as follows 

Paint outside railing 
Construct thirty bases for rugs 
Paint nine rooms in apartment 
Erect partitions, etc. in school office 
Renovate and repaint galleries, 40, 70, 77, 73 and 
74 (the last three mentioned being in the Clank 
Wing. 

Construct two movable partitions of the folding type 
for special exhibitions. 

Readjust glass on all skylights. 

Sand and refinish floors in school 
Relocation of several hundred lockers 
Wash all windows in Gallery 

was in itself a heavier schedule than could be accomplidi ed* 

The Director was therefore authorized to engage, on a tem¬ 
porary basis, the necessary workmen to accomplish the renova¬ 
tion. 

The Director wished it to be perfectly clear that he would 
be unable .to specify when the Clark Galleries might be 
reinstalled, and that it was not unlikely that their re-opening 
might not occur uhtil the winter of 1948. He stated that the 
reasons for this were clear; (1) The retirement and resignation 
of two members of the staff; (2) That replacements would "not be 
found before September; (3) That vacation schedules would mean 
that of the three staff members aval labh , some would be away 
during parts of the summer; (4) That the already heavy commit¬ 
ments on the time of the present staff members in t he prepara¬ 
tion of publications and special exhibitions already authorized 
would make it physical, ly impossible for any member of the staff 
to give the matter of the re-arrangement and reinstaL lation of 
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the paintings any thought until late in the Fall*

Corcoran Gallery of Art extends its most grateful thanks 
and appreciation to Mrs. Huguette Marcelle Clark for her 
continuing donation of $6,000 for the upkeep and mainte¬ 
nance of the William A. Clark Wing and Collections. This 
contribution is most welcome and necessary for the con¬ 
tinuance of our -unremitting efforts to supply adequate at¬ 
tention to the invaluable works of art entrusted to its 
care and to the operation and maintenance of the Clark 
Wing. 


RESOLVED : That the Board of Trustees of The 

Corcoran Gallery of Art extends to Mr. George Adams Ellis 
its sincere and grateful appreciation for his continued 
interest in the Gallery. 

RESOLVED : That the Board extends to its fellow 

Trustee, Mr. John H. Hall, its sincere appreciation and 
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thanks for his invaluable assistance in securing the hand¬ 
some increment to the Clark Addition Maintenance Fund’s 
income, which will make possible the continued proper main¬ 
tenance and operation of the Clark Wing and also the reno¬ 
vation and conservation of the galleries and the Collections. 

The Secretary then reported the gift of $500 
from Mr. Edward S. Shorter to the Corcoran School and of¬ 
fered the following resolution , which, upon motion duly 
seconded, was unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED: That the Board accepts with its most 
grateful thanks, the donation of $500 made by Edward S. 
Shorter, a Fellow of the Association of The Corcoran Gal¬ 
lery of Art, for the use of the Art School. 

The Secretary reported the receipt of $6,000 
from the Trustees of the estate of James Parmalee, rep¬ 
resenting the Gallery’s proportionate share of the dis¬ 
tribution of principal, cash, and income accumulated from 
Mr. Parmalee’s estate. 

The question of the bequest of the late Court- 
landt P. Hull, Jr., the principal of a $90,000 fund and 
certain objects of art, was discussed. No action was 
taken in this respect. 

Mr. Thom, the Treasurer, then presented his 
report fully covering the period from June 1, 1948 to 
December 31, 1948, inclusive. 

The Treasurer also presented to the Board, as 
part of his report, his letter of transmittal dated 
January 24, 1949, containing detailed information as to 
the condition of the several Gallery accounts as of 
December 31, 1948. 

On motion duly seconded, the report of the 
Treasurer was approved and accepted with the thanks of 
the Board, and referred to the Gallery's Auditors for 
the usual examination. 

The Assistant Treasurer then read a synopsis 
of the proposed budgets for 1949, together with the esti¬ 
mated income for the year. This synopsis indicated that 
the overall working balances at the end of 1949 would be 
about $400 in excess of those at the end of 1948, assum¬ 
ing that the anticipated income will be realized and that 
the budgets will be adhered to. 
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The Director then submitted to the Board his 
report on the operation of the budget for the year 1948, 
which was approved. 

The Secretary then submitted to the Board the 
proposed budget for the year 1949 for the Gallery Fund, 
the Clark Addition Maintenance Fund, the Art School Fund, 
and the Membership Association Fund., which was approved 
subject to the adjustments necessary for increase of the 
Director’s salary. 

The Secretary then read his report on the 
anticipated drop in the Gallery’s income. He was directed 
to prepare estimates on the specific items which will, in 
the not too distant future, create demands on the Gallery’s 
income, and when this has been prepared to send copies of 
this report and the estimates to all members of the Board 
for future consideration. 

The usual honoraria for Mr, W. L, Beal, Mr. J. H, 
McMullan of a print and a check for $100 respectively, 
were thereupon duly approved. 

A report on the insurance carried by the Gallery 
was referred to the Committee on Building and Grounds for 
consideration. 

Mr. Roberts, Mr. Williams, and Mr. Woods were 
then excused temporarily from the meeting, and the proposed 
salary increases of the staff were discussed and approved 
by the Board. 

On motion duly seconded, Willis F. Woods, Assist¬ 
ant to the Director, was appointed to the position of 
Assistant Director, with duties as prescribed by the Direc¬ 
tor in accordance with the instructions of the Board. 

Upon motion duly seconded, the salary of the 
Director was increased by $1,000, from $7,500 to $8,500 
per annum. It was directed that this amount be allocated 
from among the different accounts in such manner as the 
President, after discussion with the Treasurer, might ap¬ 
prove. 


The report of the Committee on Works of Art and 
the Art School was then presented and, upon motion duly 
seconded, approved and ordered placed on file. The Secre¬ 
tary then presented the following resolutions, which, upon 
motion duly seconded, were unanimously adopted: 
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RESOLVED : That the portrait of Mrs . Henry 
White by John Singer Sargent and the oil portrait of 
Henry White by Leon Bonnat, offered as gifts by John 
Campbell White be and the same are hereby accepted with 
the grateful thanks of the Board, subject to the follow¬ 
ing stipulations: 

That the paintings are indivisible, and should 
the Gallery subsequently decide to dispose of one, it 
must dispose of both; that in this event, the descendants 
of the sitters be given the first option to acquire the 
portraits; that the Gallery inform the donor of the mar¬ 
ket values of the two works of art; that the Gallery as¬ 
sume responsibility for the conservation of the paintings; 
and finally, that the Gallery may, if it so elects, cut 
down the portrait by Bonnat to a smaller size. It is 
agreed that the Gallery assumes no obligation to display 
either painting continuously. 

RESOLVED : That the Committee on Works of Art

RESOLVED FURTHER : That the sum of $500 be and 
is hereby appropriated from the Anna E. Clark Fund for 
the purpose of purchasing the above named painting. 

RESOLVED : That the painting entitled A Pole 

by Washington Allston be purchased from Victor Spark. 

RESOLVED FURTHER: That the sum of $1,200 be 
and the same is hereby appropriated from the W. A. Clark 
fund for the purpose of purchasing the above named paint¬ 
ing. 


RESOLVED : That the Committee on Works of Art 

be and the same is hereby granted full power to act in 
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the purchase of one or more paintings from the Twenty- 
first Biennial Exhibition subject to the concurrence of 
the Treasurer, in so far as its actions may be limited 
by the availability of funds. 

REBOLVED: That the Director, in accordance 

with the recommendation of the Committee on Works of Art, 
be and is hereby delegated full power to act in the dis¬ 
posal of surplus bric-a-brac, statuary, Japanese musical 
instruments, and other trivia through the firm of Victor 
Spark and Tobias Fisher in accordance with their proposal 
dated February 11, 1948. 

RESOLVED : That the Chairman of the Committee 

on Works of Art and the Director, be and the same are 
delegated to investigate the possibilities of effecting 
an exchange of the Gallery's late painting by George 
Inness entitled Sunset in the Woods for the earlier 
George Inness entitled Perugia from the Milch Galleries 
if such an arrangement can be made. 

RESOLVED : That the recommendation of the Com¬ 

mittee on Works of Art with respect to the delegation to 
the Director of the purchase of prints from the Maxwell 
Fund be, and the same is hereby, approved. 

Mr. Glover then presented to the Board a report 
of the Committee on the Building, which, upon motion 
duly seconded was approved as corrected and ordered placed 
on file.

Mr. Roberts then read his report on the opera¬ 
tion of the budget which showed that our expenses are 
being conducted, in general, within the budget. About 
71% of the total budget has been expended at the end of 
the third quarter. 

The Secretary then presented the Auditor's re¬ 
port on the Treasurer's report for the period 1 January 
1949 to 31 May 1949. The report was accepted and order¬ 
ed placed on file. 

The Treasurer then reported orally on changes 
in investments made up to the close of business on 30 
September 1949, and submitted his letter giving an item¬ 
ized account of these transactions. 
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Mr. Fleming recommended that $20,000.00 of 
the working balance in the Gallery Fund be invested. 

As this would still leave approximately $25,000.00 in 
the working balance, this recommendation, which was also 
recommended by the Treasurer was duly approved by the 
Board, and the Treasurer was accordingly directed to in¬ 
vest this amount. 

The Secretar y then reported on registration in 
the Art School, which showed a drop of about 30 students. 
He also presented an account of the receipts and expendi¬ 
tures in the Art School for the last school year ending 
30 June 1949. This report shows that there was a surplus 
of $4,835 over expenditures. Mr. 'Thom recommended that, 
if possible, without impairment in the services of the 
School, this surplus be increased to about $10,000 at 
the end of the next school year, so that more nearly ade¬ 
quate funds be available for continuing the modernization 
of the studios. 

'The secretary then explained the need for the 
following resolution which, upon motion, duly seconded, 
was adopted: 

RESOLVED : That the sum of $564.55 be appropri¬ 

ated from the Gallery Fund to cover the cost of restora¬ 
tion. 


The Chairman then offered the following resb- 
lution which, upon motion, duly seconded, was adopted: 

RESOLVED : That Vvillis Franklin woods, former 

Assistant-Director and Assistant-secretary, be and is 
hereby commended by the Board of Trustees of the Corcor¬ 
an Gallery of Art, on the loyal, efficient, and wise 
execution of his duties. ‘The Board further extends all 
best wishes for his future career. 

Mr. Glover then presented the recommendations 
of the Committee on the Building with respect to insur¬ 
ance. It was unanimously agreed that the all risk insur¬ 
ance on works of art be increased from a coverage of 
$100,000.00 to $200,000.00 on the Bxpiration of the pres¬ 
ent policy. 

After thorough study by the Committee, and in 
conformity with the recommendations of our insurance 
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agent, Mr. James S. nolmes, and of Mr. Tompkins, it was 
unanimously decided that their recommendations with re¬ 
spect to the fire insurance on the building, be adopted. 
It was therefore directed that our fire insurance on the 
building be increased by 30%. 

Mr. Glover led the discussion of installing 
handrails on the several stairways, and after delibera¬ 
tion, the following resolution was adopted: 

RDSOLVED : That the sum of $3,000.00 be and is 
hereby appropriated from the Gallery Fund and the Clark 
Addition Maintenance Fund in the proportion of two-thirds 
and one-third respectively, for the purpose of install¬ 
ing handrails. 

The Board then authorized the Director to give 
permission for a luncheon to be held in the Gallery by 
the Women’s Committee of the National Symphony Orchestra 
on 8 February 1950, provided the Gallery does not bear 
any of the expenses. 

The Secretary then reported that the attendance 
for the past quarter was 21,466 as compared with 22,128 
for the same period of 1948. 'This is a decrease of 662 
and is accounted for by the fact that our School did not 
start this year until October. 

The secretary then reported that the sum of 
$4,075 is on hand with the firm of Knoedler & Go. The 
Board expressed its concern that after many months, that 
firm has sold only 13 paintings out of a total of 72. 

The Board then decided that the Director should investi¬ 
gate the matter more thoroughly with a view towards de¬ 
termining whether it might not be possible, with the con¬ 
sent of Knoedler & Co., to sell these paintings through 
the firm of Tobias and Fischer of New York, and the Di¬ 
rector was authorized to effect such a sale, should this 
action appear to be to the Gallery’s interest. 

The report of the Committee on Works of Art 
was read and ordered placed on file. 

The secretary then presented the following 
resolutions, recommended by said Committee, which, upon 
motion duly made and seconded, wBre adopted: 

RESOLVED: That the Director be and is hereby 
authorized to select approximately fifty drawings by John 
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Singer Sargent for the Gallery’s permanent collection; 
that he is also authorized to dispose' of the remainder 
by sale or exchange with other art institutions or 
dealers, for funds or objects; provided, however, that 
he first submit this resolution to Counsel for approval 
of our right to take this action; and provided further 
that such funds as may be received will be set aside 
for the purchase of other works of art. 

RESOLVED : That the Director be and is hereby 
instructed to offer the four rugs and two pieces of sculp 
ture in the Maxwell bequest, which the Gallery does not 
feel are suitable for its permanent collections, to Mrs. 
Douglass B. williams at the valuations set by the apprais 
al of the Maxwell estate, namely $210.00 

REsQLVED FURTHER : That the funds resulting 
from such sale will be paid into the Maxwell Fund and 
used for the purchase of prints. 

RESOLVED : That the offer of a gift of a bronze 
portrait head of George Russell made by the sculptor 
Jeannette Rare, be, and the same is hereby declined, 
with the grateful thanks of the Board. 

RESOLVED : That the offer of the gift of either 
or both of two paintings by T. Currie-Bell entitled Sea 
Gulls Feeding and October Clouds made by Mrs. Ann Currie- 
Bel.l be, and the same is hereby declined, with the grate¬ 
ful thanks of the Board. 

RESOLVED : That the portrait of Mr . Jones by 
Jeremiah Theus, offered as a purchase at $700.00 by Mrs. 
Ruth Sully Curtis be, and is hereby acquired, for the 
collections. 

RESOLVED FURTHER : That the sum of $200.00 be 
withdrawn from the funds standing to our credit with the 
firm of Enoedler & Co., and be added to the appropriation 
of $500.00 already in this year’s budget for this purpose 

RESOLVED : That, subject to the approval of the 
Committee on Works of Art, upon its arrival, the portrait 
of samuel Barton by Christian Gullager, offered as a 
purchase by the Old Print Shop at $600.00, be acquired 
by the Gallery. 

RESOLVED FURTHER: That the sum of $600.00 be 
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withdrawn from the credit standing in our favor with 
the firm of Knoedler & Co., for this purpose. 

Mr. Fleming then brought the Board up to date 
with respect to the progress towards the Besquicenten- 
nial Exhibition, lie stated that at this time, no date 
for the events nas been scheduled, nor have precise 
sums been appropriated for the various parts of the 
celebration. He stated that he would inform the Gallery 
when a definite schedule has been worked out. A special 
meeting will then be called to discuss and act upon the 
Exhibition. ^>ince there is no doubt but that the Gallery 
will participate, the Board, recognizing the necessity 
for advance*, planning and research, authorized the 
Director to immediately employ one additional research 
worker, on a temporary basis, at a salary of $5000.00 
per annum. Bince of this sum, only $400.00 will be ex¬ 
pended by 1 January 1950, this was regarded as a reason¬ 
able risk. 


The report of the Committee on the Building 
was then read and ordered placed on file. 

The report of the Committee on Membership 
was read and ordered placed on file. 

There being no further business, the meeting 
was adjourned at 12:05 P. M.

The 
meeting was called to order by Mr. Thom, the other mem¬ 
bers present being Messrs. Fleming, Glover, Kauffmann, 

LaGoree and Long. 

Upon motion duly seconded, the following 
resolution was adopted: 

RESOLVED : That inasmuch as copies of the 

minutes of the regular quarterly meeting held on 
April 21, 1950, were mailed to the members of the Board, 
and as no corrections or changes have been suggested, 
they be approved without being read. 

The Secretary then submitted the printed 
Seventy-ninth Annual Report. 

The Treasurer, Mr. Thom, Jr., next read ex¬ 
cerpts from his letter of transmittal and presented his 
complete report on The Gallery’s finances for routine 
submission to the auditors. 

Mr. Roberts then presented the Operation of the 
ifadget for the period through May 31, 1950. This report 
indicates that the Gallery is operating, in general, with¬ 
in the budgeted income. Mr. Roberts also presented a re¬ 
port on the finances of the Art School for the past school 
year which shows that the School had a profit of $2,172.84; 
that the store had a net profit of $1,225.00; and that the 
present balance of funds available for expenditures of 
$26,425.16 is greater by $630.15 than was the balance at 
the conclusion of the preceding school year. 

The Secretary read a letter from Mr. George Adams 
Ellis reporting that the Gallery would receive a donation 
of $12,000 from Mrs. Huguette Marcelle Clark. 

The Secretary then gave a resume’ of the finan¬ 
cial status of the Sesquicentennial Exhibitions which in¬ 
dicated that the Gallery would be able to complete its 
obligations with adequate reserves for contingencies. 




Mr. Roberts read the correspondence on in¬ 
surance in connection with the Sesquicentennial Exhibi¬ 
tion and reported his conversations with Messrs. Howe 
and Holmes. While a satisfactory solution appears to 
have been reached it was decided that Mr. Hamilton's 
opinion should be obtained before the matter is con¬ 
sidered completed. 

Mr. Roberts also reported that Mr. Holmes has 
stated that the Trustees and Officers as individuals 
are protected under existing policies. This matter was 
referred to Mr. Hamilton for opinion. 

The following resolutions were adopted: 

RESOLVED : That the sum of $7,500 from the 

operating balances of the Anna E. Clark Fund and the 
W. A. Clark Fund be appropriated for the expenses of the 
22nd Biennial. 

RESOLVED : That the sum of $1,000 be and is 

hereby appropriated from The Gallery Fund to clean and 
repair the four tapestries in the main stair hall. 

RESOLVED : That the sum of $1,000 be and is 

hereby appropriated from The Gallery Fund to purchase a 
2,000 lb. capacity weight lifter. 

RESOLVED : That the sum of $5,000 be appro¬ 

priated from the Art School Fund to be used to improve 
the lighting and for other improvements in the studios 
of the School. 

The Director was authorized to expend $300 to 
have 300 Christmas cards each, of 16 subjects, printed 
by the Meriden Gravure Company from the funds available in 
the existing budget. 

The Secretary stated that he, in the name of 
the Trustees, had sent flowers to Mrs. Minnigerode's 
funeral. He then read the letter of appreciation from Mr. 
Minnigerode. 

The following resolutions, upon motion duly 
seconded, were unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED : That the Board of Trustees of The 

Corcoran Gallery of Art extends to Miss Agnes Mayo its 
hearty felicitations on the occasion of the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of her entrance upon her responsible position 
with The Corcoran School of Art. The Trustees take this 
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occasion to express their appreciation of her val¬ 
uable services to The School and the hope that many 
years of pleasant association lie in store. 

RESOLVED further that in recognition of 
Miss Mayo's devotion and capabilities, her salary be 
increased to $3,000 per annum to take effect on 
July first, 1950. 

Dr. LaGorce suggested and the Board unani¬ 
mously approved the presentation of a piece of silver 
properly engraved to Miss Mayo. 

In the absence of Mr. Minnigerode, the 
Secretary then read the report of the Committee on 
Works of Art, which was approved and ordered placed on 
file. 

The following resolutions, having the appro¬ 
val of the Committee on Works of Art, were then adopted: 

RESOLVED : That the oil painting. The Smithy , 

by Gari Melchers offered as an unrestricted gift by 
Duncan Phillips be and the same is hereby accepted 
with the grateful thanks of the Board. 

RESOLVED : That the oil painting. Young 'Woman 

in Kimono by Alfred H. Maurer offered as an unrestricted 
gift by Edith Newlands Johnston and Janet Newlands 
Johnston be and the same is hereby accepted with the 
grateful thanks of the Board. 

RESOLVED : That the oil painting, Nuremberg 

Street Scene by Elsie B. Snowden offered as an unre¬ 
stricted gift by Miriam Snowden Lampton, Anna Snowden 
Bussler, Edward Snowden, and Marjorie Snowden Brigham, 
be and the same is hereby declined. 

RESOLVED : That the oil painting of a Religious 
Poster by Howard Chandler Christie offered as a gift, 
anonymously, be and the same is hereby declined. 

RESOLVED : That THE TWENTY-SECOND BIENNIAL 

EXHIBITION of contemporary American painting be conducted 
in accordance with past policy specifically: 

a) that the Jury meet in New York and Wash¬ 
ington on the dates scheduled. This Jury will consist 
of three members (the Director serving in an ex officio 
capacity) and it will be augmented by two museum offi¬ 
cials for the awarding of prizes. 
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b) Agents, packers and responsible shippers 
in New York will be appointed to serve as heretofore. 

c) The conditions governing the W.A.Clark 
prizes will be the same as for THE TWENTY-FIRST BIENNIAL 
EXHIBITION. 

d) The Aetna Insurance Company will cover all 
paintings in transit and for the necessary exhibition 
period at the lowest rate possible. Insurance notices 
will, as customary, be included in prospectus. 

e) All printing will follow the general format 
of the last Biennial publications. The Director will 
award these contracts at his discretion. Catalogues 
will retail at a price expected to cover cost of prepara¬ 
tion . 


f) Such necessary workmen, assistants and 
equipment as may be required will be engaged or purchased. 

RESOLVED : The general policy and other condi¬ 

tions of the Exhibition shall be the same as for the 
last Exhibition and those held prior to the war, with 
such changes as this Committee has authorized at this 
meeting: that, as heretofore, paintings be secured by 
direct invitation by the Chairman, or other member of 
the Jury, in collaboration with the Director as ex 
officio member of the Jury, in addition to those accepted 
by the Jury: that the Jury is not to be limited as to 
the number of pictures which they may accept; and that 
all accepted pictures will be exhibited. That the Jury 
need not, and normally should not, accept more than one 
picture by any given artist; that not more than two 
paintings can be submitted to the Jury by any one artist; 
however if, in the discretion of the Jury, it is con¬ 
sidered desirable that two small pictures by one artist 
be admitted, this is considered to lie within their 
province; that paintings executed in tempera, if treated 
and framed in the manner that oil paintings are usually 
handled, such tempera paintings may be considered for 
the purposes of this Exhibition to fall within its scope. 

RESOLVED : That the Director, or his delegate, 

the Assistant Director, be authorized to proceed with all 
arrangements for THE TWENTY-SECOND BIENNIAL EXHIBITION. 

RESOLVED : That the loan of Alexander Brook's 

Portrait of Peggy Bacon to the Department of Art, Uni¬ 
versity of Arkansas, be approved. 
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RESOLVED : That, if approved by the 

Sesquicentennial Commission, the Director be author¬ 
ized to hold a Symposium on the American Processional 
Exhibition in late October, 1950, provided, however, 
that the expense of said Symposium be defrayed from 
the Sesquicentennial appropriation. 

The report of the Committee on Building was 
duly presented, approved and ordered placed on file. 

The Secretary reported that the attendance 
for the month of April was 11,405; for May, 5,978; a 
total since the last report of 17,383. 

The report of the Committee on Membership was 
presented, approved and ordered placed on file. 

The Secretary reported that the gifts of Duncan 
Phillips, and of Edith Newlands Johnston and Janet New- 
lands Johnston, are valued at $2,500 and $2,000, respect¬ 
ively. Each of the donors was, therefore, entitled to 
be elected as a Fellow in the Association of The Corcoran 
Gallery of Art, whereby, on a motion duly made and 
seconded, the following resolutions were unanimously 
adopted: 


RESOLVED : That Duncan Phillips, having quali¬ 

fied to be elected and declared a Fellow, be and is 
hereby so elected. 

RESOLVED : That Edith Newlands Johnston, having 

qualified to be elected and declared a Fellow, be and 
is hereby so elected. 

RESOLVED : That Janet Newlands Johnston, having 

qxialified to be elected and declared a Fellow, be and is 
hereby so elected. 

The President then read his letter to Mr. Bliss 
on the subject of the American Federation of Arts’ con¬ 
vention and the reply to it which he had received from 
Mr. Thomas Parker. It was decided that no further action 
was appropriate or necessary. 

The Secretary read the letter to be sent to 
former students inviting them to membership in Ihe 
Corcoran School of Art Alumni Association. He pointed 
out that the Association was to be run by the Alumni under 
the over-all supervision of the faculty and that the finan¬ 
cial affairs of the Association involve neither the Gallery 
nor the School in any commitments or guarantees. 
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The list of student prize winners was 
ordered placed on file. 

The Secretary reported that there was 
no report of the Special Committee on Music for 
this quarter. 

There being no further business, the 
meeting adjourned at 12:10 P.M.

Upon motion duly seconded, the Board approved the appoint¬ 
ment of the present members of the staff of The Corcoran Gallery of 
Art for 19E>1. 

The Chair opened discussion on the consideration of the 
appointment of an Advisory Committee. The question of the enlarge¬ 
ment of the Board of Trustees was discussed and the above named 
special committee was requested to secure a report on the legality 
of this move from counsel. 

Mr.Thom, Jr., the Treasurer, then presented his report 
covering the period from June 1, 1930 > to December 31, 1930, inclu¬ 
sive. The Treasurer also presented the Board, as part of his re¬ 
port, his letter of transmittal dated January 19, 1931 > containing 
detailed information as to the condition of the several funds as of 
December 31, 1930. Upon motion by Mr. Flannery, duly seconded by 
Mr. Long, the Report of the Treasurer was approved and accepted with 
thanks of the Board, and referred to the Gallery's auditors for the 
usual examination. Upon motion of Mr. Glover, seconded by Mr. 
Kauffmann, the Board requested the Secretary to prepare letters of 
thanks to the Assistant Treasurer and the Treasurer's Assistant, and 
Mr. Fleming, the Chairman of the Finance Committee, for their efforts 
in handling the finances of the Gallery. 

The Assistant Treasurer then submitted to the Board a re¬ 
port on the Operation of the Budget for the year 1930, which was ap¬ 
proved and ordered placed on file. 

The Assistant Treasurer then read reports on the expendi¬ 
tures made by the Gallery in connection with the Sesquicentennial and 
Plan of Washington exhibitions held in the Gallery during the year 
1930. These were approved and ordered placed on file. 

The Assistant Treasurer then read a synopsis of the proposed 
budget for 1931 for the various funds together with the estimated in¬ 
come for the year. Upon motion by Mr. Flannery, duly seconded by Mr. 
Long, the salary of the Director was ordered to be increased $1,000 
from $10,000. to $11,000. per annum. The Assistant Treasurer then 
read a letter from the Gallery's insurance broker, James S. Holmes, 
regarding the cost of extended coverage including damage by hail and 
windstorm. The members of the Board agreed that the extended cover¬ 
age should be incorporated in the insurance policies of the Gallery. 
With these two amendments, upon motion of Mr. Long, duly seconded 
by Mr. Flannery, the proposed Budget for the year 1931 was approved. 


The usual honoraria of a print for ¥. L. Beale, and checks 
for $100. for J. R. McMullen and Charles R. Fadeley, were approved. 

The Secretary then reported the receipt of a donation of 
$250. from Katherine Culver Williams towards the upkeep of the W. A. 

Clark wing. He offered the following resolution, which, upon motion 
duly seconded, was adopted? 

RESOLVED: That the Board of Trustees of The Corcoran Gallery 
of Art extends its most grateful thanks and appreciation to Katherine 
Culver Williams for her donation of $250. towards the upkeep and main¬ 
tenance of the William A. Clark Wing and Collection during 1951. This 
contribution for the operation and maintenance of the Clark Wing is 
most welcome and necessary for the continuance of our unremitting efforts 
to safeguard, exhibit and preserve these invaluable works of art entrusted 
to our care. 

The Secretary then reported the receipt of a bequest of 
$1,996.26 from the Estate of Colonel J.R.M.Taylor for the Art School. 

He offered the following resolution which, upon motion duly seconded, 
was adopted: 

RESOLVED: That Colonel John R. M. Taylor, having qualified to 
be elected and declared a Fellow of the Association of The Corcoran 
Gallery of Art, be and is hereby so elected. 

RESOLVED FURTHER That the Secretary be instructed to notify 
the nearest living relative. Admiral Montgomery M. Taylor, of this action, 
transmitting at the same time a suitable certificate properly attested. 

The Secretary then reported the receipt of a donation of $500. 
from Mr. Edward S. Shorter and then offered the following resolution, 
which, upon motion duly seconded, was adopted: 

RESOLVED: That the Board of Trustees of The Corcoran Gallery 
of Art accepts with its most grateful thanks, the donation of $500. for 
the use of the Art School made by Edward S. Shorter, a Fellow of the 
Association of The Corcoran Gallery of Art. 

The Secretary reported that the Gallery had on January 1, 1951 > 
entered the Social Security Plan, over two-thirds of the employees hav¬ 
ing expressed their wish to have social security coverage. He offered 
the following resolution, which, upon motion duly seconded, was adopted: 

RESOLVED : That the policy regarding pensions and retirement 
of Gallery personnel adopted at the regular quarterly meeting of the 
Board of Trustees of The Corcoran Gallery of Art held on April 16, 19U8, 
continue to be operative. 

The report on the Committee of Works of Art and the Art School 
was presented and, upon motion duly seconded, was approved and ordered 
placed on file. The following resolutions were offered and adopted by 
the Board: 







RESOLVED ; That the Board accept with its most grateful 
thanks the offer of gift of two pencil and ink drawings by Charles 
Dana Gibson, made by Mrs. D. B. Eddy. ^ '' 

RESOLVED FURTHER That for the purpose of the membership 
records, these drawings be valued at $100. each. 

RESOLVED : That the request for the loan of Alice P. Barney's 
Peasant Woman made by the National Collection of Fine Arts be and is 
hereby granted. 

RESOLVED ; That the request of loan of John Sloan's Yeats 
at Petitpas made by the Whitney Museum of American Art be and is hereby 
granted. 


RESOLVED : That the Director be authorized to proceed with 
the plans for the special loan exhibition of Walter P. Chrysler, Jr. 
to take place during the 1953 season. 

RESOLVED: That the Committee on Works of Art be and the same 
is hereby granted full power to act in the purchase of one or more paint¬ 
ings from the 22nd Biennial subject only to the concurrence of the Treasurer 
insofar as its actions may be limited by the availability of funds. 

RESOLVED ; That the President in consultation with the members 
of the Committee on Works of Art and the Director be and is hereby author¬ 
ized to purchase one or more works of art from the Fifth Area Exhibition 
out of the funds which have been contributed for that purpose. 

RESOLVED ; That invitations to the Opening of the 22nd Biennial 
Exhibition this year be limited to members of the Association of the 
Corcoran Gallery of Art. As our mailing list now exceeds 12,000, it 
would be a practical impossibility to hand-address so large a number 
of envelopes. This policy should produce a considerable rise in our 
membership. 

The report of the Committee on Membership was then read by the 
Assistant Secretary and, upon motion duly seconded, was approved and 
ordered placed on file. 

The report of the Committee on the Building was then presented 
which, upon motion duly seconded, was approved and ordered placed on file. 

The Secretary read a letter from the EV-AIR-Tight Calking 
Company regarding the condition of the exterior of the building. The 
Board suggested that this matter be referred to Mr. Thompkins as to the 
necessity for repairs to the exterior of the building. 

The Secretary then read the minutes of the Executive Committee 
meeting held on November 15, 1950. He read a report suggesting that a 
Membership Advisory Board be established. Upon motion duly seconded, the 
Board approved this report. 
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The Secretary then reported on the progress made in the secur¬ 
ing of a repository for the works of art of the Corcoran Gallery in case 
of war emergency. 

The Secretary then read a letter which had been prepared by 
Mr. Thom, Sr., and sent to the President of the Junior League of Washington 
regarding the possible use of that part of the Gallery now occupied by the 
Red Cross for a childrens' museum and for the offices of the Junior League. 

The Secretary reported the resignation of Mr. Charles Edward 
Buckley as Keeper of the Clark Collection, whereupon, on motion duly 
seconded, the following resolution was unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED : That the Board extends to Charles Edward Buckley its 
expression of appreciation for his valuable service to the Gallery dur¬ 
ing his incumbency as Keeper of the Clark Collection and wish him success 
and happiness in his new position as General Curator of the Wadsworth 
Atheneum. 


The Secretary read a report on security measures now employed 
by The Corcoran Gallery of Art, whereupon, upon motion by Mr. Long, duly 
seconded, the Board agreed that the matter of additional security measures 
be referred to the Execut ve Committee for consideration. 

Mr. Kauffmann, Chairman of the Committee on Music, stated that 
there was no report from that committee. 

The Secretary stated that the National Geographic Magazine had 
published in its February 1951 issue an article by John and Blanche Leeper 
concerning American Processional , whereupon, upon motion duly seconded, 
the following resolutions were adopted: 

RESOLVED : That the Board of Trustees expresses its sincere 
thanks to The National Geographic Society for its outstanding article on 
American Processional , and further expresses its deep appreciation of the 
cooperation, shown by the Society in producing this article. 

RESOLVED ; That the Board of Trustees of The Corcoran Gallery of 
Art expresses its deep thanks to John and Blanche Leeper for this out¬ 
standing article on A merican Processional which was published in the 
February 1951 issue of the National Geographic Magazine. 

The Secretary reported that the Women's Committee of the 
National Symphony Orchestra desires to hold a tea in The Corcoran Gallery 
of Art in connection with their current campaign for funds. This request 
was approved. 

The Secretary read a letter from the American Association of 
Museums asking that the Gallery increase its annual dues to the Association. 
The Board decided that no action could be taken upon this request at the 
present time. 
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There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned 
at 12jii5 o’clock.

The Regular Quarterly meeting of the Board of Trustees 
of The Corcoran Gallery of Art was held at the Gallery this morn¬ 
ing at 10:30 o'clock. The meeting was called to order by Mr. 

Glover, the other members present being Messrs. Kaufftnann, La Gorce, 
Flannery, and Long. 

Upon motion duly seconded, the following resolution was 

adopted: 


RESOLVED : That inasmuch as a copy of the minutes of 
the Annual Meeting held on 19 January 1951 was mailed to the mem¬ 
bers, and as no corrections or changes have been suggested, they 
be approved without being read. 

Mr. Kauffmann then read a resolution on the death of Mr. 
Minnigerode which, by a rising vote, was unanimously adopted: 

The Board of Trustees of the Corcoran Gallery of Art, 
in regular quarterly meeting assembled, desires to 
make permanent record of its deep sense of loss through 
the death on March 1, 1951, of C. POWELL MINNIGERODE, 
senior member of the Board and Director Emeritus of the 
institution. 

At the time of his passing Mr. Minnigerode had served 
with industry, efficiency, loyalty and distinguished 
success as Director since 1915 and as Director Emeritus 
since his retirement in 19U7* Few if any men in similar 
posts have enjoyed such long tenure of office or been 
more highly regarded not only in art circles but in 
their communities. He was the dean of American art mu¬ 
seum directors; his reputation was international as well 
as national. 

The Biennial Exhibitions of Contemporary American Oil 
Paintings, so long and so successfully held in the Gallery, 
were one of his noteworthy achievements. Under his wise 
and experienced guidance all activities of the institution 
developed and flourished to a marked degree. 

To his many tasks Mr. Minnigerode contributed wide know¬ 
ledge; sympathetic understanding of the problers of art¬ 
ists, art students and the public, and a warm and charm¬ 
ing personality which endeared him to all. Each member 
of this Board has lost not only a valued colleague but 
a close personal friend. The Gallery is proud to have 
been served so long by such a man. 

Mr. Flannery then presented the report of the Special 
Committee on the selection of a new Trustee. The Committee unani- 
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mously recommended the selection of George E. Hamilton, Jr. 

Mr. Flannery moved and Mr. Kauffmann seconded his election, 
which was unanimously adopted. 

The Chair then appointed Corcoran Thom, Jr., as a 
member of the Committee on Works of Art and the Art School. 

The Chair then opened a discussion on the possibility 
of increasing the size of the Board and reported Counsel's opin¬ 
ion. It was decided to keep the possibility of appointing a 
supplementary advisory group open for further consideration. 

The Director recommended that Evan Turner be appointed 
to fill the vacancy as Keeper of the Clark Collection which was 
approved subject to the concurrence of Mr. Hall. 

The Committee on Music stated that it had no report to 

present. 


The interim Treasurer's Report, the report of the 
Auditors for the period from June 1, 1930 to December 31 , 1930, 
and the Operation of the Budget were presented and were approved 
and ordered placed on file. 

The Director then reported on the Budgets for the Plan 
of Washington and American Processional which were approved and 
ordered placed on file. 

The Board directed that the Director make every effort to 
close all known items in regard to the American Processional Exhibi 
tion and make a detailed financial report to the Trustees at their 
June meeting. 

The Director reported on the 22nd Biennial expenses stat¬ 
ing that costs had slightly increased over the preceding Biennial. 

The addition of $1,030. to the Parmelee bequest was re¬ 
ported. 


The following resolutions were then presented and unani¬ 
mously adopted: 

RESOLVED: That the sum of $387-23 from the Gallery Fund 
and $100.00 from the Clark Fund be and is hereby appropriated to 
cover the cost of uniforms purchased for the American Processional 
Exhibition for which the Gallery has been denied reimbursement by 
the National Capital Sesquicentennial Commission. 

RESOLVED: That the sum of $230.00 be and is hereby ap- 
propriated~from the Gallery Fund for the purpose of defraying the 
expenses of the Director in attending the meeting of the Association 
of Art Museum Directors. 
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RESOLVED : That the sum of $UUl he appropriated 

from the Gallery Fund for the purchase of picture rods from 
the National Capital Sesquicentennial Commission. 

The report of the Committee on the Building was then 
submitted, approved and ordered placed on file. 

The Chair then initiated a discussion of the necessity 
of repairing the exterior walls. A special committee consisting 
of the President, the Director, Mr. Thom and Mr. Roberts was ap¬ 
pointed to carry the matter forward, and the Executive Committee 
was empowered to take appropriate action on the recommendation of 
this committee and to expend the funds necessary for its accom¬ 
plishment. 


The report of the Committee on Works of Art was then 
abstracted, approved and ordered placed on file. After some dis¬ 
cussion an increase of five dollars in the tuition of day classes 
in the School was approved. 

Considerable discussion of the use of the studio by 
visiting artists then took place and it was finally decided to 
leave the matter in the hands of the Director with the general 
understanding that an artist using the studio should be a member 
of the Association and should also make a contribution based on 
the cost of operation and maintenance of the studio and its ap¬ 
proaches . 


The Secretary then stated that the Gallery had a con¬ 
tingent interest in certain paintings in the estate of Eranklin 
B. Pedrick. 

The Director informed the Board that arrangements had 
been successfully completed with the University of Virginia for 
the use of their museum building as a repository. It was de¬ 
cided to keep the facilities of the Handley High School in reserve 
in the event of an emergency. 

The following resolutions were then unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED : That the offer of gift of two pencil draw¬ 
ings by Henrietta Duer from Frances Duer Hamilton, be and is 
hereby declined. 

RESOLVED: That the request of Colonial Williamsburg 
to borrow the engraving of the Declaration of Independence by 
Pine and Savage be and is hereby granted. 

RESOLVED : That the request by the American Federation 
of Arts to borrow Raphael Soyer's Waiting for ^ an Audition for cir¬ 
culation with the Biennial Travelling Exhibition be and is hereby 
granted. 
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RESOLVED : That the Director in accordance with the 
recommendations of the Committee on Works of Art made at the 
meeting on 20th of March, 1951* be and is hereby authorized 
to place the painting by Mary Cassatt entitled Little Girl 
Embroidering on consignment with Victor Spark for sale at a 
figure to net the Gallery approximately $2,000. 

The Secretary then reported that the Junior League 
has increased its contribution to the children's program from 
$100 to $500 for the 1951-1952 season. 

The report of the Committee on Membership was then 
submitted and duly approved and ordered placed on file. The 
bronze tablets listing the names of founder, patrons, and bene¬ 
factors were presented to the Board and were approved. It was 
decided to hold in abeyance the appointment of the Membership 
Advisory Board pending decision as to the possible appointment 
of a supplementary Board of Advisors to the Board of Trustees. 

The Secretary reported that so far it had been im¬ 
possible to schedule a meeting of the Executive Committee to 
study the internal security of the building. 

There being no further business, the meeting was ad¬ 
journed at 12:30 o'clock.

The Semi-Annual Meeting of the Board of Trustees of 
The Corcoran Gallery of Art was held atthe Gallery this morning 
at 10:30 o'clock. The meeting was called to order by Mr. Glover, 
the other members present being Messrs. Fleming, LaGorce, Flannery, 
Long, Thom and Hamilton. 

Upon motion duly seconded, the following resolution was 

adopted: 


RESOLVED : That inasmuch as copies of the minutes of the 
Quarterly Meeting held on April 20, 1951, were mailed to the members 
of the Board, and as no corrections or changes have been suggested, 
they be approved without being read. 

The Director reported that because of the Biennial Exhibi¬ 
tion, work on the exhibition Privately Owned , and the shortage of 
staff caused by the vacancy in the Keeper of the Clark Collection 
position, that the preparation of the Annual Report, i^hich is often 
presented at the June meeting, has been unavoidably delayed, although 
a first draft has been prepared. 

The Treasurer then read his letter of transmittal covering 
the period January 1, 1951, through May 31, 1951> which was accepted 
with the thanks of the Board. He also submitted the customary semi¬ 
annual report for routine submission to the auditors. 

The Chairman of the Committee on Finance and Investment initi¬ 
ated an informal discussion of the feasibility of investing a portion 
of the endowment funds in common stocks. The matter will be given fur¬ 
ther study and will be brought up again at the next meeting. 

Mr. Roberts -then presented the Operation of the Budget which 
was approved and ordered placed on file. 

The Director gave a brief report on the Biennial, stating 
that the cost of the 22nd Biennial was $8,1*81.65 compared with $6,652.55 
for the 21st. The difference amounting to almost $2,000 will probably 
necessitate a curtailed program for the 23rd Biennial inasmuch as in¬ 
come from the Anna E. Clark Fund for the period June 1, 1951 to May 31, 
1953s is not anticipated to exceed $ 7 , 500 * 

The Director also reported on the status of the Sesquicentennial 
Exhibition. His report showed that the Gallery expended $98,099.73 and 
received $9l*,155*96. $3,91*3*77 is still outstanding. The Gallery itself 

paid almost $1*,000 for various items on which the Commission denied reim¬ 
bursement and has repurchased from the Commission other items to the value 
of $1,998.52. It has paid to the Commission $2,997*75 on catalogue sales. 








In addition, the Gallery has turned back to the Commission non-expendable 
equipment to the value of $680.97 and is endeavoring to transfer further 
equipment to the value of $603.02. The total of these "refunds" in cash 
and in kind, total $6,280.26, which, in a way, can be said to have re¬ 
duced the costs of the Exhibition to the Commission to $91,819.U7. 

The Director reported that all of the works of art lent for 
American Processional have been returned except one: Colonel Colt's 
Submarine Test by Gibert. Receipts have been received for everything 
returned except the following: J.D. Hatch's A Factory Worker, East Side , 
by Jacob Epstein. Receipts have thrice been mailed to each of the above. 

The Director reported that the Plan of Washington exhibition 
cost $23,863.50 and the Gallery has been fully reimbursed and that as no 
further expenditures are anticipated, an unexpended balance of $1j.,136.50 
remains. 


The Board gave Mr. Roberts a hearty vote of thanks for his 
work in connection with the Sesquicentennial and Plan of Washington exhi¬ 
bitions . 

Mr. Roberts then presented a report on the Operation of the 
Art School for the year 1950-51? which showed a net loss in operation of 
the School for the year of $6,232.89. This was caused by a drop in enroll¬ 
ment of approximately 67 students and the resulting decrease in tuitions 
of about $7,500. The School store showed a net profit of $1,997.82. 

The Secretary reported that the summer school is off to a good 
start with enrollment of 102 and receipts of $3,570.00. It is expected 
that further enrollments will take place. 

The Secretary reported that a total of $17,739.96 was available 
in the various funds of the Gallery for the acquisition of works of art, 
whereupon, on motion duly seconded, the following resolutions were adopted: 

RESOLVED : That the sum of $2,000. be and is hereby appropriated 
from the unexpended balance in the Parke-Bernet account for the purchase of 
the oil portraits of an unidentified man and wife by James Peale from Miss 
Margaret F r azer. 

RESOLVED: That the sum of $500. be and is hereby appropriated 
from the W. A. Clark Fund for Edmund Archer's painting. Waiting for the 
Departure to be purchased from the artist. 

RESOLVED : That the sum of $600. be and is hereby appropriated 
from the Gallery Fund for the purpose of S.F.B. Morse's oil study of 
Joseph Gales from Victor Spark. 

RESOLVED: That the sum of $1±50. be and is hereby appropriated 
from the W. A. Clark Fund for the purchase of the painting Still Life by 
the American monogramist J.W. from Victor Spark. 
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RESOLVED : That William Rush's wooden bust of Linnaeus 
offered at . by Leon F. S. Stark of Philadelphia be and is 
hereby purchased, and that the funds be obtained from the W. A. 

Clark Fund. 

RESOLVED : That the painting Still Life by James Peale 
offered by Victor Spark at f>6E>0. be and is hereby purchased, and 
the funds be obtained from the W. A. Clark Fund. 

The Secretary next read the letter from Mr. Thom express¬ 
ing his thanks for the resolution and gift of the painting. Return 
from Market by William Brown from the W. W. Corcoran Collection. 

The Secretary then reported the receipt of a resolution 
of commendation from the Connecticut Avenue Citizen's Association 
which read in part: 

"The Connecticut Avenue Citizen's Association commends 
and calls to the attention of its individual members and friends, 
several outstanding programs inaugurated or expanded since World 
War II by Washington organizations. Especially commended are those 
programs which, by reason of their continuing creative activity in 
Washin ton, under resident direction with highest professional stand¬ 
ards stimulate the technical development of the younger Washington 
artists in their respective fields and, at the same time, broaden 
the cultural and recreational opportunities for enjoyment by citizens 
of the nation's capital city... 

" In Painting and Sculpture : The Corcoran Gallery of Art 
with its broadened activities focussed on the needs of the modern 
community." 

The Secretary then presented the report of the Committee 
on Works of Art, which was approved and ordered placed on file. The 
following resolutions were then adopted: 

RESOLVED : That the Gallery accepts the assignment of the 
watercolor entitled Chimney Beams by Andrew Wyeth offered by the 
Trustees of the H. W. Ranger Fund under the usual terms, and 

RESOLVED FURTHER That the President and Secretary are hereby 
authorized and directed to execute such instrument on behalf of this 
institution as may be necessary or desirable to carry the foregoing 
resolution into effect.

The Board decided not to dispose of Childe Hassam's At the 

Window . 

The Secretary reported that two paintings. Seascape and Out¬ 
ward Bound were, in the opinions of Lloyd Goodrich and Sheldon Keck, 
forgeries of Albert P. Ryder and that they should be removed from ex¬ 
hibition . 

The Director then read the form letter sent by the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art to its lenders ; the Board decided that the Gallery should 
also send a modified version of this letter to all its lenders. 

The Director reported on the difficulties with the Associated 
American Artists with respect to its request for a commission on Raphael 
Soyer's Waiting for the Audition. The Board decided that inasmuch as 
we already owned an example of Raphael Soyer's work that it was not in 
the interest of the Gallery to pay an additional $5>00. to satisfy this 
claim. It was, therefore, decided to notify Mr. Soyer of the decision 
and to offer to return the painting to his ownership. 

The Secretary read the report of the Committee on the Building, 
which was approved and ordered placed on file. 

The Chairman then read the report of Charles Tompkins on re¬ 
pairs to the walls and roof. It was voted to adopt Mr. Tompkins' recom¬ 
mendations and to express our thanks for his beneficial services. 

The Secretary read the report of the Committee on Membership, 
Which was approved and ordered placed on file. 

The Secretary then discussed some points in connection with 
possible evacuation of the collection which came to his attention during 
the recent conferences in Philadelphia. 

The Secretary brought to the attention of the Board that under 
the Will of Jennie C. Calvert, the Gallery was bequeathed a miniature and 
a painting which xvi.ll be presented at a later date. 

In connection with the Will of the late Emily V. Taylor, who 
bequeathed the Gallery two paintings, the following resolution was 
adopted: 

RESOLVED: That the Director be and is hereby authorized to 
examine the paintings offered to the Gallery under the Will of the late 
Emily V. Taylor at Poughkeepsie, New York, and to have the said paintings 
sent to the Gallery, if in his opinion they should be recommended to the 
Board for acquisition. 
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The Secretary then stated that it had been necessary to make 
certain adjustments in our contract with Mr. Amato reducing the amount 
of unreimbursed work to $50. per month for eleven months of the jear. 

The Director recommended tie appointment of Mr. McCormick to 
fill the vacant post of Keeper of the Clark Collection whereupon the 
following resolution was adopted: 

RESOLVED : That Gene E. McCormick be and is hereby appointed 
Keeper of the Clark Collection, with a salary of $3,000. per annum 
and the exclusive use of the apartment in the Gallery, to take effect

The Director was to make it clear to Mr. McCormick that his 
appointment was on a trial basis.

The Director 
was shown the storerooms of the Academy where he saw a painting. The 
Music Lesson, by Rembrandt Peale, a handsome portrait of Baron Von 
Steuben by C. ¥. Peale, and a companion pair of portraits of Mr. and 
Mrs. James Claypool by C. W. Peale, all of which the Pennsylvania 
Academy feels that it would be willing to exchange for pictures belong¬ 
ing to the Gallery. 

The Director also showed the Board the brochure listing ob¬ 
jects desired for its collection, which the Pennsylvania Academy of 
Fine Arts has circulated. It was decided that the Gallery should issue 
a similar list to circulate among its members especiaLly in connection 
with the Privately Owned exhibition in 1952. 

The report of the Jury on the School awards was placed on file. 

A discussion was initiated on the question of landscaping the 
exterior grounds, but the matter was left for further study. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned 
at 12:1*5 o'clock.

The Secretary then informed the Board that according to Mr. 

Nat Wilson of the Red Cross their new building will be ready for occu¬ 
pancy in October, 1952. The Treasurer remarked that every effort should 
be made to secure from some other source at least an equal sum to offset 
the loss of the Red Cross contribution of $8,000. before the conclusion 
of the next calendar year, for, the loss of this $8,000. coupled with the 
already anticipated deficit of $8,000. would create a serious problem for 
the Gallery. 

Counsel was directed to study the matter of the Gallery's tax 
liability should space be rented, and to make a report at the Annual 
Meeting. 


The Secretary reported the bequest of $500. from the late 
Nathan Goodman whereupon, on motion duly seconded, the following resolu¬ 
tion was adopted; 

RESOLVED : That the Board of Trustees of The Corcoran Gallery 
of Art expresses its very sincere appreciation for the unrestricted be¬ 
quest of $500. made by the late Nathan Goodman. 

It was directed that this sum be added to the Endowment Fund 
of the Art School. 

The Secretary then presented the Auditor's Report covering the 
period of January 1, 1951* to May 31, 1951* which was ordered placed on 
file. 


The Treasurer then presented his letter of transmittal which was 
approved and ordered placed on file. 

The Treasurer advised the Board that the Fidelity Bond was ma¬ 
turing and that it was the opinion of the Treasurer and the Assistant 
Treasurer that the coverage of $5,000 for burglary insurance was exces¬ 
sive as at no time was there more than $3*000 on hand in the Gallery in 
cash or securities. It was therefore directed by the Board that the 
coverage for disappearance or destruction of money or securities be re¬ 
duced from $5*000 to $3,000, and that the blanket dishonesty coverage 
be continued at $5*000 with excess coverage of $20,000 each for the 
Treasurer and the Assistant Treasurer. 

The Treasurer advised the Board that the Senate of the United 
States had recently passed a bill (S.66U) which exempts charitable, edu¬ 
cational and religious organizations incorporated under the laws of the 
District of Columbia or under any Act of Congress from the prohibition in 
the District Code against corporations purchasing capital stocks. It was 
the sense of the Board that support should be given to any efforts made to 
have similar legislation passed by the House when it convenes in January. 

The Secretary reported that the donations to the Purchase Fund 
of the 6th Annual Area Exhibition amounted to $580., as of October 19th, 
and offered the following two resolutions which, upon motion duly sec¬ 
onded, were adopted* 
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RESOLVED: That the Board of Trustees extends its sincere 
thanks to the Arts Club of Washington for its donation cf $150. for 
the 6th Annual Area Exhibition Purchase Fund. 

RESOLVED: That the Board of Trustees extends its sincere 
thanks to the Washington Chapter of the National Society of Arts and 
Letters for its donation of $150. for the 6th Annual Area Exhibition 
Purchase Fund. 

The President and the Director were authorized to make the 
purchase awards before the opening of the Area show on November 2lj.th. 

The Secretary then presented the final report of the Budget 
for the American Processional Exhibition, which was accepted and ordered 
placed on file. This report showed that the total expenditures by the 
Gallery whi6h were reimbursed by the Commission amounted to $98,151.17# 
and that items aggregating $3,8Ii7.35 which were disapproved by the Com¬ 
mission were charged to the Gallery Fund. In addition, the Gallery 
repurchased from the Commission picture rods, books and office equip¬ 
ment at a cost of $1, 998.52 and remitted to the Commission $3U8 covering 
the sale of Check Lists which were paid for out of funds allocated to 
the Gallery, making the net cost of the Exhibition to the Commission 

$95,80U.65. 

The Secretary also reported that receipts have been obtained 
from the owners covering the return of all works of art lent to the 
Gallery for use in the Exhibition. 

As lire contracts between the Gallery and the National Capital 
Sesquicentennial Commission and the Commission of Fine Arts provide that 
the Gallery shall furnish the respective Commissions with releases of 
all claims against the Commission arising under and by virtue of the con¬ 
tracts, the following resolution, duly moved and seconded, was adopted: 

RESOLVED: That the President or a Vice-President or the Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Counsel, are hereby authorized to execute the re¬ 
quired releases with the National Capital Sesquicentennial Commission and 
the Commission of Fine Arts. 

The Board expressed its very sincere thanks to the past and pre¬ 
sent Presidents, Mr. Thom and Mr. Glover, and to Mr. Williams, the Director, 
for their part in so successfully completing the undetaking. The Board 
also expressed its thanks to Mr. Roberts for his excellent handling of 
the difficult task of managing the Gallery's reimbursements with the Ses¬ 
quicentennial Commission. 

The report of the Committee on the Building was then presented, 
approved and ordered placed on file.

This service, undertaken without thought 
of profit, has again demonstrated Mr. Tompkins' philanthropic interest in 
the Gallery, which is deeply appreciated by the members of this Board. 

After some discussion of the desirability of presenting some work 
of art owned by the Gallery to Mr. Tompkins, it was decided that this was 
not a wise policy and should not be established as a precedent and that 
hereafter any token of regard should be purchased from Gallery Funds for 
presentation purposes. The Director was thereupon authorized, after consul¬ 
tation with Mr. Tompkins, to purchase an appropriate print to be given Mr. 
Tompkins as a further expression of the Gallery's appreciation. 

The matter of relandscaping the garden necessitated by the en¬ 
largement of the parking space was delegated to Mr. Glover with full power 
to act.

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The Secretary then read part of the letter of Thomas A. Waggoner 
which appeared in the Washington Post in which he stated that Washington 
needed a Gallery devoted to American art, past and contemporary. 

The gift of Mrs. Lewis R. Morris of $£,000 was reported. Where¬ 
upon, on motion duly moved and seconded, the following resolution was unani¬ 
mously adopted: 

RESOLVED: That the President and the Board of Trustees of The 
Corcoran Gallery”"of Art extends its most appreciative thanks to Mrs. Lewis 
R. Morris for her donation of $£,000 towards the upkeep and maintenance of 
the William A. Clark Wing and Collection during 19£2. This repeated contri¬ 
bution, for the operation and maintenance of the Clark Wing, is as welcome 
as it is necessary for the continuance of our efforts to safeguard and pre¬ 
serve these invaluable works of art entrusted to our care. 

The gift of Mrs. Rodney Williams of $2£0 was reported; whereupon, 
on motion duly seconded, the following resolution was adopted: 

RESOLVED: That the Board of Trustees of The Corcoran Gallery of 
Art expresses its very sincere appreciation to Katherine Culver Williams 
for her donation of $2£0. for the current expenses of the Clark Collection. 

The Secretary presented the report of F. W. LaFrentz & Co., cover¬ 
ing the examination of the Treasurer's Report for the year ended December 31, 
1951* This report confirmed the Treasurer's Report and it was ordered re¬ 
ceived and placed on file. 

The Treasurer presented his interim report of changes in the Gallery's 
investments which was received with the thanks of the Board. 

The Treasurer then reported on the Operation of the Budget which 
showed that expenditures were well in line with income with the exception of 
the cost of steam. 

The Director remarked that he thought that it might be well worth 
while to investigate to see if anything further could be done to cut down on 
the Gallery's consumption. Mr. Roberts observed that all of the valves had 
been furnished with new washers within the last year. 

The Treasurer then initiated discussion of the recent change in 
law which would make it possible for the Gallery to invest part of its endow¬ 
ment in common stocks and offered the following resolution, which, upon motion 
duly moved and seconded, was adopted: 

RESOLVED: That upon the recommendation of the Treasurer, concurred 
in by a majority of the Finance and Investment Committee, the Treasurer is 
authorized to place up to thirty per cent of the endowment funds of the 
Gallery in common stocks and that the Treasurer is further authorized, upon 
the instructions of the Finance and Investment Committee to make arrangements 
for and retain such investment counsel as the Committee may deem necessary 
or expedient for the proper supervision of the investments of the Gallery. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that any common stocks purchased be taken 
from the list of approved securities for trust funds in the District of Columbia 
prepared semi-annually by the Registrar of Wills under Local Civil Rule 23 of 
the United States District Court for the District of Columbia. 






The Chair then appointed George E. Hamilton, Jr., as a new 
member of the Committee on Finance and Investment. 

Mr. Hall most kindly offered his services as advisor to the 
aforesaid Committee with respect to petroleum and metals. 

The Secretary then reported on the Privately Owned exhibition, 
stating that all loans had been delivered; that all receipts, except two, 
were in our hands; and that all the loans had been returned without damage. 
He also reported that the cost of the exhibition exclusive of the sale of 
catalogues and the donation of Mr. Glover amounted to $3,330.97. 

He then reported on the current status of the John Sloan exhibi¬ 
tion which shows a deficit of $577 over the amount appropriated. 

The Secretary then reported that because the Art Museum Director's 
meeting was being held in Minneapolis, he expected that expenditures for 
travel before the end of the current year would somewhat exceed the balance 
of $1*00 remaining in this fund. 

The Secretary then read a letter from Mrs. Anne Crosby requesting 
a raise in salary of $500. The Board considered this matter carefully and 
declined to act. 

The report of the Committee on Works of Art having been read by 
those members who had not attended its meeting, was then approved and or¬ 
dered placed on file. 

The Secretary then offered the following resolution which after 
discussion was adopted: 

RESOLVED : That the Director be empowered to discuss with The 
Hecht Company the possibility of its donating a fund to be used for pur¬ 
chase prizes from the area exhibition; provided, however, that this would 
not exclude other individuals or organizations from also contributing money 
for prizes. 


The President then read the letter of Mr. Walter K. Bachrach. 

The Chair then presented the request of the Maryland Chapter 
of Artist's Equity to be included in the panel of artist groups which meet 
to discuss the Area exhibitions. It was the consensus that the group was 
not eligible to be included in this gathering inasmuch as it was not repre¬ 
sentative of a group of artists whose primary purpose in associating them¬ 
selves was for purposes of exhibiting their work, a condition common to all 
the other groups now forming the panel. 

The following resolutions, having been discussed at the meeting 
of the Committee on Works of Art, and appropriate action having been rec¬ 
ommended by the aforesaid Committee, were, after brief discussion, unani¬ 
mously adopted: 
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RESOLVED : That the very gracious offer of Mrs. J. Monroe 
Hewlett to present to the Gallery her collection of Pennsylvania Dutch 
works of art be and is hereby declined with the grateful thanks of the 
Board. 


RESOLVED : That the kind offer of Mrs. Rudyerd Boulton of the 
unrestricted gift of 20 examples of Lobmeyr glass be and is hereby ac¬ 
cepted with the grateful thanks of the Board.

not he allowed to lapse, but on tie contrary, should be improved and ex¬ 
panded; therefore, wishes to invite the Junior League of Washington to 
continue and increase its support and assume more complete responsibility 
for this worthwhile activity. 

The Gallery, being financially unable to undertake a full- 
fledged children's educational program would, nevertheless, be willing 
to provide all assistance as lies within its powers, such as providing 
a suitable room for use as an office, exhibition and workroom, the advice 
of its staff, janitorial and maintenance assistance and the use of its 
existing facilities. For the program to be presented on a professional 
level, worthy of the Gallery and of the Junior League, since the Gallery's 
staff can devote but a small portion of its time to this activity in view 
of its other pressing duties, it is almost essential that a part-time, or if 
possible, a full-time experienced specialist be employed by the Junior League 
and assigned to the Gallery to direct the program. 

The Board hopes that in view of the success of the Saturday morn¬ 
ing programs in terms of attendance and in view of the quality of the activi¬ 
ties, that its continuance will receive the sympathetic and favorable con¬ 
sideration of the Junior League of Washington and that an expanded program, 
as indicated above, will be undertaken as soon as it is feasible to do so. 

It was decided to postpone the appointment of a Chairman of a 
Women’s Committee until after the Council has been appointed. 

The report of the Committee on the Building was duly presented, 
approved, and ordered placed on file. 

An estimate from the Chas. H. Tompkins Co. to alter the auditorium 
in accordance with the recommendations of the District was duly submitted 
and the staff was instructed to proceed with this work although it is under¬ 
stood that the cost of the work will exceed the amount budgeted for this pur¬ 
pose. 


The report of the Committee on Membership was duly submitted and 
ordered placed on file. 
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The Committee on Works of Art haring valued the works of art 
given and bequeathed by Mabel Stevens Smithers at $25,600, the following 
resolution duly moved and seconded was -unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED : That Mabel Stevens Smithers by virtue of her gifts 
and Bequest of works of art valued in excess of $25,600. be and is hereby 
elected a Patron of the Association of The Corcoran Gallery of Art. 

On the recommendation of the Committee on Membership, the follow¬ 
ing resolution, upon motion duly moved and seconded, was adopted: 

RESOLVED : That active members of the Corcoran Alumni Association 
be and are hereby granted the special privilege of membership in the Associa¬ 
tion of The Corcoran Gallery of Art at one-half the dues of an annual member. 

A discussion of the problems of group membership, reimbursement 
of expenses, use of parking area, and the use of the studio, was initiated. 

It was the feeling of the Board that time did not permit of the detailed 
discussion which this matter required and action was therefore deferred 
until the next meeting of the Board. 

Consideration was then given to the request that the Gallery under¬ 
take a picture rental service; whereupon, the following resolution was adopted: 

RESOLVED : That the request of Blanche Claire Theeman to undertake 
an Art Lending Service as part of the activities and services of The Corcoran 
Gallery of Art was, after due study, declined. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned at 12:1*5

The Semi-annual Meeting of the Board of Trustees of The 
Corcoran Gallery of Art was held at the Gallery this morning at 10:30 
o'clock. The meeting was called to order by Mr. Glover, the other mem¬ 
bers present being Messrs. Fleming, La Gorce, Flannery, Long, Thom, 
and Hamilton. The Secretary, the Assistant Treasurer and Assistant 
Secretary were also present. 

Upon motion duly seconded, the following resolution was adopted: 

RESOLVED: That inasmuch as copies of the minutes of the Regu¬ 
lar Quarterly Meeting held on 18 April 19!?2 were mailed to the members of 
the Board, and as no corrections or changes have been suggested, they be 
approved without being read. 

The Chairman then presented, for the second time, the proposed 
amendment to the By-Laws creating The Council of The Corcoran Gallery of 
Art, which, as amended by the deletion ofihe sentence, "Said Council shall 
have no authority to incur expense or make contractual obligations.", reads 
as follows: 

"PROPOSED AMENDMENT CREATING THE COUNCIL OF THE CORCORAN GALLERY OF ART 


RESOLVED that the By-Laws be amended by adding thereto, under 
the heading 'Standing Committees,' paragraph XII (a) the following: 


The President is hereby authorized to appoint a Council of not 
less than nine members to make recommendations concerning the improvement 
and development of the Gallery, additions to its collections, the increase 
of its funds, the protection and repair of the buildings and exhibits, and 
any matters which may be referred to it by the President or Board of Trus¬ 
tees; and to make reports of their recommendations to the Board. Its 
meetings shall be held at such times as the Council shall designate, and 
minutes thereof shall be kept and reported to the Board at its next quarter¬ 
ly or special meeting. All of its meetings shall be held at the Gallery, 
and the President of the Board of Trustees shall be Chairman ex officio . 

Initially, one third of the members shall be appointed for a 
term of one year; one third for a term of two years; and one third for a 
term of three years. Thereafter all appointments shall be for a term of 
three years," 

whereupon, on motion of Mr. Hamilton, seconded by Mr. Fleming, the change 
in the By-Laws was carried by unanimous vote, there being present more 
than the required two-thirds of the members of the Board. 
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The Secretary then presented copies of the page proofs of 
the Eighty-first Annual Report, which were approved and ordered placed 
on file. 


The Secretary called the attention of the members of the Board 
to the financial straits of the American Association of Museums and trans¬ 
mitted the request of that body for individual subscriptions from among 
the members of the Board and Gallery Staff. 

The Treasurer then presented his letter of transmittal accompany¬ 
ing the Semi-annual Report of the Treasurer, which the Director will submit 
to the Gallery's auditors. The letter of transmittal was received with the 
appreciation of the Board for the care with which the Treasurer has handled 
the financial affairs of the Gallery. 

The Treasurer then gave each member of the Board a copy of The 
Operation of the Budget and discussed some of its more important elements. 
The report shows that, in general, the Gallery is operating within its 
Budget. 


Mr. Roberts reported on various methods designed to conserve on 
the consumption of steam. 

The Treasurer then discussed the Operation of the Art School and 
of the Art School Store for the school year. The deficit of $7*372.89 of 
the preceding school year had been reduced to a deficit of $3*732.5U in the 
year just past. The Board expressed the hope that the School would operate 
without a deficit in the coming year. 

The Secretary then briefly described the United Fine Arts Fund of 
Cincinnati and suggested the possibility that a similar Fund could be estab¬ 
lished in Washington to benefit appropriate organizations, such as the Na¬ 
tional Symphony and the Gallery. The Board rather doubted the feasibility 
of the plan, but requested the Secretary to obtain the reactions to it of 
persons familiar with the local situation. 

The Report of the Committee on Works of Art was then presented, 
approved, and ordered placed on file. 

The following resolutions recommended for adoption by the afore¬ 
said Committee were then presented and unanimously adopted:

Mr. Flannery reported the receipt of a further distribution 
of $300. from the James Parmalee Estate; the check for which was duly 
handed over to the Treasurer. 

The Chairman then reported the untimely death of John H. Hall, 
whereupon the following resolution was unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED: That the Trustees of The Corcoran Gallery of Art 
record their great sorrow at the loss of a valued friend and colleague, 
John H. Hall. The news of his sudden death on August lU was received 
with sincere regret by every member of this Board. 

In all matters connected with the magnificent collection of 
Senator William A. Clark and the generous contributions by members of 
the Clark family toward the maintenance of the handsome wing built to 
house this collection, and for the care of that collection, his coopera¬ 
tion and friendly help were of the greatest value. His prudent judgment 
and useful advice will be sadly missed by us all. A cultured gentleman, 
he endeared himself to his associates by his graciousness and unfailing 
courtesy, and his death brings a sense of personal loss to all who knew 
him. The works of art he gave the Gallery were chosen with great dis¬ 
crimination and taste. 

RESOLVED: That this resolution be spread upon the permanent 

minutes of the Gallery, and that a copy be transmitted to his widow 
with the assurance of the deep sympathy of this Board. 

The Chairman then initiated a discussion of the election of 
a new Trustee to represent the Clark family. It was decided that, as 
a first step, Mrs. Morris should be consulted. 

The Chairman then stated that he had planned to propose the 
appointment of members of The Council of The Corcoran Gallery of Art 
at the Annual Meeting in January, but that he recommended the immediate 
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appointment of the following* Mrs. David E. Finley, Mrs. McCook 
Knox, and Mrs. Harlan Fiske Stone; whereupon, upon motion duly 
seconded, the following resolution was adopted: 

RESOLVED : That Mrs. David E. Finley, Mrs. McCook Knox, 

and Mrs. Harlan Fiske Stone be and the same are hereby appointed to 
membership on The Council of The Corcoran Gallery of Art for a three 
year term ending 31 December 1956. 

The Chair announced that he wished to appoint George E. 
Hamilton, Jr., to fill the vacancy on the Committee on Membership. 

The Secretary announced the receipt of a donation from the 
Red Cross whereupon the following resolution was adopted: 

RESOLVED : That the thanks of the Board of Trustees of The 
Corcoran Gallery of Art be, and are hereby, extended to the District 
of Columbia Chapter, American Red Cross, in appreciation of the gen¬ 
erous donation of the sum of $8,000. for the general purposes of the 
Gallery. 

The Secretary then offered the following two resolutions 
which were duly adopted: 

RESOLVED : That the thanks of the Board be and the same are 
hereby extended to Barnum L. Colton, President of The National Bank 
of Washington, for their contribution of $250. for one concert in the 
Gallery's series. 

RESOLVED : That the thanks of the Board be and the same are 
hereby extended to Richard A. Norris, Executive Vice-President of The 
Lincoln National Bank of Washington, for their contribution of $250. 
for one concert in the Gallery's series. 

The Chair then initiated a discussion of the possibility of 
renting space on the ground floor. It was suggested that $1.75 per 
square foot might be a reasonable rental. The present area occupied 
by the Red Cross is 5*622 square feet. This could be increased to 
9,Od7 by eliminating the picture storage area from this floor. How¬ 
ever, some alteration of the building to provide new and adequate 
storage space in the sub-basement would then be necessary. 

The possibility of securing additional revenues by renting 
the auditorium was discussed; it was decided not to undertake this 
step. 

The Chairman of the Committee on Finance and Investment pre¬ 
sented the report of the auditors, F. W. Lafrentz & Co., for the half- 
year ending May 31* 1952, which established that the financial accounts 
were in order, and the report was ordered placed on file. 

Counsel gave as his opinion that present Gallery procedure 
with respect to charges for reimbursement for various services and 
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other matters as specified below and as submitted to him by the 
Director were within the Gallery's natural province and involved 
no liability to the Gallery taxwise, whereupon the following resolu¬ 
tion, duly moved and seconded, was adopted: 

RESOLVED: That the present practice of the Gallery with 
respect to the use of the studio by visiting artists; the reimburse¬ 
ment of out-of-pocket expenses, charges for labor and materials on 
out-going loans of works of art, payment of weekly benefits by Aetna 
Life Insurance Co., under our group insurance policy, and reimburse¬ 
ment for work done for other organizations by Gallery workmen on 
Gallery time, be and is hereby authorized. 

The Secretary reported his conversation with Walton Onslow 
with regard to the possibility of starting a United Fine Arts Fund 
Appeal for Washington. Mr. Onslow was of the opinion that it would 
be difficult for such a fund to succeed in Washington and made the 
counter proposal that he undertake to launch an appeal to raise funds 
directly for The Corcoran Gallery. This suggestion was not favorably 
considered at this time. 

The Treasurer 1 s report covering the past quarter was then 
presented by Mr. Thom with his letter of transmittal and was received 
with the hearty thanks of the Board. 

The Treasurer advised the Board of all purchases and sales 
since the June 19 meeting, and called particular attention to the 
action of the Finance and Investment Committee in the sale of 1,750 
shares of Union Carbide and Carbon Corporation and $2 shares of 
Mahoning National Bank, and the investment of the proceeds in a diver¬ 
sified list of common stocks, all of x-rtiich appear on the list approved 
by the U.S. District Court for the District of Columbia prepared under 
Civil Rule 23. 

The Treasurer then reported to the Board that in view of the 
diversification of the Gallery's securities, he felt that it was quite 
imperative that we obtain competent assistance to supervise our securi¬ 
ties properly. The Finance and Investment Committee concurred in this, 
and in accordance with the authority granted to him by the Trustees at 
their meeting April 18, 1952, the Treasurer stated that he had made 
tentative arrangements with the Trust Department of The Riggs National 
Bank to supervise our investment portfolio and to advise as to any new 
investments or any sales or reinvestments. 

The Treasurer stated that The Riggs National Bank agreed to 
perform this arrangement for a very nominal fee, only enough, in the 
case of the Gallery, to reimburse them for their bookkeeping costs. 

Based on the securities which are now held by the Gallery, it is esti¬ 
mated that this fee will not exceed $60.00 a month. The charge, how¬ 
ever, would rise somewhat if our securities portfolio enlarges. 

Upon motion of Mr. Flannery, seconded by Mr. Long, the follow¬ 
ing resolution was unanimously adopted: 






BE IT RESOLVED That the Treasurer be and hereby is authorized 
to execute on behalf of the Corporation an Agreement with The Riggs 
National Bank of Washington, D. C., as Agent, substantially in the 
form which is attached to and made a part of these Minutes whereby 
certain securities and property known as The Fund will be delivered 
to the Agent to be held by it for the purpose of safekeeping 
and to assist with the management and supervision of the investments 
thereof, all as more specifically provided in said Agreement. Assets 
so held by the Agent, other than those in bearer form, shall be 
registered in the name of the Corporation. The directions of the 
Board of Trustees of the Corporation shall control the actions of 
the Agent, such directions to be given in writing signed by the 
Treasurer of the Corporation, or in his absence or unavailability by 
the Assistant Treasurer of the Corporation. The Agent shall not be 
required to inquire behind the instructions of the Treasurer when 
given in accordance with this Resolution and the Agreement referred 
to herein. 


The Treasurer explained that this service to be rendered 
by The Riggs National Bank was an advisory one, and that the final 
decision in every case would rest with the Finance and Investment 
Committee, that it would be the Treasurer's practice upon receipt 
of a communication from the Trust Department of the Riggs National 
Bank to circulate it among the members of the Committee, and before 
taking any action, the Treasurer would have received the concurrence 
of a majority of the Committee. 

The Secretary then read excerpts from the Report of the 
Committee on Works of Art and circulated the report for the infor¬ 
mation of such members of the Board as were not present at the 
meeting of the Committee, and subsequently it was ordered accepted 
and placed on file. Whereupon on motion duly moved and seconded, 
the following resolutions, recommended by the aforesaid Committee, 
were adopted: 

RESOLVED: That the offer of gift of Jennie C. Calvert 
of a Memorial Miniature made November 13>, 193U, (of which there is 
no official record in the Gallery's archives or in the minutes of 
the Board) be and is hereby retroactively accepted. 

RESOLVED: That the offer of the Baltimore Museum of Art 
to exchange two etchings of James A. McN. Whistler entitled Fumette 
and The Pool, for the group of Lobmyer glass, be and is hereby ac- 
cepted. 


RESOLVED: That the Director be and is hereby authorized 
to continue negotiations with Claiborne Pell with respect to the 
possible purchase of the George Caleb Bingham painting The Jolly 
Flatboatmen and to have the painting sent on for examination. 

RESOLVED: That the portrait of Mary Taylor submitted for 
consideration as a possible bequest by Miss Katherine Duckwall and 
attributed by her, in our opinion, incorrectly to John Trumbull, 
be and the same is hereby found to be inappropriate as an addition 
to the Gallery's collections. 
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RESOLVED: That the painting. Vessels of Destruction by Dolia 
Dorian, offered as an unrestricted gift by The Committee for Dolia Lorian, 
be and the same is hereby declined with the grateful thanks of the Board. 

RESOLVED : That the portrait of W. W. Corcoran by an unidenti¬ 
fied artist, offered the Gallery as an unrestricted gift by the United 
States District Court for the District of Columbia, be and the same is 
hereby accepted with the grateful thanks of the Board. 

RESOLVED : That the President in consultation with the avail¬ 
able members of the Committee on Works of Art and the Director be and 
is hereby given full power to act in the purchase of one or more works 
of art from the Seventh Area Exhibition out of funds contributed for 
that purpose. 

RESOLVED : That the Director may indicate to Mrs. Boulton 
that the Board has heard with interest of her proposal to establish a 
Society of XXth Century American Art and wishes the project success. 

RESOLVED : That the request of the Norton Gallery to borrow 
Eugene Boudin, Marine , and Charles Francois Daubigny, The Creek , be 
and is hereby granted subject to the usual conditions. 

RESOLVED: That the request of The Chattanooga Art Associa¬ 
tion to borrow the following paintings be and is hereby granted, sub¬ 
ject to the usual conditions:

RESOLVED: That Mrs. Matthew Jones, be invited to serve as 
Chairman of the Women's Committee. 

RESOLVED : That the noted artist, Bryan Browne, of New York 
City, be again asked to accept the position of guest instructor for the 
1953 Summer Classes of the Corcoran School of Art at the same salary 
as previously offered and in the event he is unable to accept, that 
Richard Lahey be and is hereby authorized to select a qualified substi¬ 
tute. 


The Secretary reported that registration in the School totalled

The Report of the Committee on the Building was then read, ac¬ 
cepted, and ordered placed on file. 

The Secretary then presented the following resolution which 
was duly adopted: 

RESOLVED: That the barberry hedges along 17th Street and 
the Virginia creeper and ivy on the exterior of the School be removed 
as soon as such work can be scheduled. 

It was also decided that an investigation be made to see if 
a suitable chandelier for the Benefactor's room could be secured. 




















In the absence of Dr. LaGorce, the Secretary then presented 
the Report of the Committee on Membership, which was accepted and or¬ 
dered placed on file. 

A limited discussion was then held on the privileges to be 
granted to group members, whereupon on motion duly seconded, the fol¬ 
lowing resolution was adopted: 

RESOLVED: That, Counsel concurring, the privileges of Group 
Membership as approved in principle by the Chairman of the Committee 
on Membership be and are hereby authorized; the details being left to 
the discretion of the Administrative Staff of the Gallery, with the 
approval of the Committee on Membership. 

The Secretary reported that in what he considered the best 
interests of the Gallery he had, after consulting Counsel, granted a 
group membership to the Potomac School with the privilege of holding 
their lectures in the auditorium for $ 25.00 for each occasion. 

The Secretary then reported that the Women's Committee of 
The National Symphony Orchestra again wished to hold a Tea at the 
Gallery, whereupon the following resolution was adopted: 

RESOLVED: That the request of the Women's Committee of 
The National Symphony Orchestra to hold a Tea in the Gallery at U:30 
o'clock on Tuesday, December 2nd, or some other mutually satisfactory 
date, be and is hereby authorized provided, however, that the Chairman 
of said Committee be requested to take such steps as may be necessary 
to prevent any dam-age to the property of the Gallery such as occurred 
last year as a result of smoking and the serving of refreshments, and 
provided further that the Gallery will not be calM upon for any labor 
or services in this connection except such as may be supplied by the 
Membership Secretary, and provided further, that the aforesaid Women's 
Committee be responsible for any damage which may result from their 
use of the Gallery's premises. 

The Secretary was also instructed to tell the Women's Com¬ 
mittee that should said Committee wish to use the Gallery's facilities 
for this purpose another year it should be with the understanding that 
they would provide some reciprocal activity to add to our program of 
music and the dance. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned 
at 11:U5 o'clock.
